JAPANESETROUBLE ONLYTALK 


Secretary of the Navy Metcalf an¬ 
nounced officially that the United 
States will send a fleet of twenty bat¬ 
tleships to the Pacific coast next win¬ 
ter, the trip being made around Cape 
Horn. He says the trip Is merely a 
practice cruise and denies that the 
Japanese troubles have anything to do 
with the proposed movement. The fieet 
will winter in San Francisco harbor. 


United States Attorney Devlin has 
reoeived a letter from Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Bonaparte asking him to make an 
Investigation and report immediately 
upon the action of the San Francisco 
officials In refusing to grant licenses to 
employment agencies conducted by 
Japanese.

It Is the policy of the navy depart¬ 
ment to get the battlesti!ps together oc¬ 
casionally for an extended cruise. Ar¬ 
rangements for such a cruise are now* 
under w*ccy. They may or may not ma¬ 
ture by the earning winter.

Loeb Explains Trip. 


IMMENSE CROWD SEES FIGHT. 


The official statement given out by 
Secretary Loeb follows: 

"There Is no Intention of sending a 
fleet at once to the Pacific. For the 
last two years the Administration has 
boon perfecting Its plan to arrange for 
a long ocoan cruise of the battleship 
fleet when a sufficient number of w*ar- 
shlps are gathered.

London. July 4.—The customary 
Fourth of July banquet was hold to. 
night at the Hotel Cecil. The attend¬ 
ance w'as large. The guests included 
Ambassador Whitelaw- Reid, Justice 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, Sir Robert B. 
Finlay, Hon. Justice Kennedy, Nicho¬ 
las Murray Butler, president of the Co¬ 
lumbia University, New York; Robert 
Newton Crane, Sir Evelyn Wood, Sir 
Henry Mortimer Durand and Rider 
Haggard. Mark Twain arrived at the 
end of the banquet and was enthusi¬ 
astically received. 

In the absence of Cot Millard Han- 
sicker, President of the American S|- 
clety. the banquet was presided over 
by Mr. Crane. 

A happy speech was made by Sir 
Henry Mortimer Durand, formerly am¬ 
bassador to the United States. He saLd 
In part: 

It is hard on an occasion of this 
kind to avoid indiscretion or gush, but 
facts are facts. England and America 
are friends; we will thank God and 
leate It at that. We are no lunger one ( 
nation, a4id how*ever much we may re¬ 
gret it, ar<* no longer onngpeople. There 
is not much English blood left in the 
veins of the greater jrnrt of the Ameri¬ 
can nation. We w*ould be better friends 
if w-e would recognize the facts and 
learn to regard ©ach other for what wje 
are. Englishmen are* apt to forget these 
facts and be carried away by the Idea, 
of a community of language and In- 
terets." 

Continuing Sir Henry said he had th? 
good fortune to «>rve in Washington 
and he spoke of the Americans as the 
warmest-hearted people In the world. 
In America, he concluded, th** British 
Ambassador is apt to forget that his 
first duty is to hU own flag nnd his 
ow n people. 

The most notable passage of Am¬ 
bassador Reid’s speech was his refer¬ 
ence to tbe Japan »i* trouble. 

"Two great nations that have been 
friends from the beginning, and that 
hold similar positions In their re¬ 
spective hemispheres." said tho Am- 
! bassador, "are not going to hunt for a 
1 quarrel about small outbreaks ln res- 
j taurunts or bar-rooms, hou*ever much 
such Incidents are to be guarded against 
|nnd deplored. Nor will either of these 
nations quarrel for the privilege of 
I transferring its surplus from the open 
I fields near its own borders, where they 
might help to extend the naiional 
power, to unoccupied fields on the other 
side of the globe, where it would have 
no use for them." 

Referring to rumors of business 
troubles in the United States, Mr. Reid 
said the country had been "ruined" five 
-times before within his own experience. 

A humorous speech w*as made by 
Mark Twain, at the conclusion of which 
Ihe thanked England for the Anglo- 
Saxon standard of liberty given to 
America. 

So many Americans attended Ambas¬ 
sador Whitelaw Reid's reception this 
afternoon that traffic through several 
squares about Dorchester House was 
| blocked for two hours. Mr. RMd and 
ithe ladles of the Embassy received the 
guests, who included most of the Amer¬ 
ican residents and hundreds of visit¬ 
ors. 


Lexington, Ky., July 4.—[Special.]— 
Champ Clark in his lecture at the Lex¬ 
ington Chautauqua this afternoon on 
Congress took occasion to correct what 
he said seemed to be the popular im¬ 
pression of the crookedness of Con¬ 
gressmen. lie declared that the ma¬ 
jority of the members of Congress 
were thoroughly honest and conscien¬ 
tious men, who did their duty to their 
country frequently at the expense of 
tholr private fortunes, and cited 
Thomas Reed and "Private John Al¬ 
len" as examples of men who had to 
leave Congress In order to secure com¬ 
petence for th< t-. famine©. 

"Of course," continued the speaker, 
"there are some bad men In Congrees, 
there was one rascal out of twelve 
dLselples, but the percentage is far leas 
than that." 

Mr. Clark said that the moet Im¬ 
pressive spectacle he ever witnessed in 
Congress was when both Houses, by 
unanimous vote, placed fifty millions 
of dollars without restriction ln the 
hands of President McKinley In an- 
tlcpatlon of the Spanish War in 1898. 

He said that Speaker Reed was prob¬ 
ably the greatest man ln Congress In 
his day. Mr. Clark paid- a high tribute 
to Senator Bailey, of Texas, declaring 
he was the greatest cl ©bat or ln either 
House of Congress.

MEMORIAL BY LEGISLATURE. 


Birmingham, Ala.. July 4.—Under the 
auspices of Gadsden Chapter, United 
Daughters of the Confederacy, a mar¬ 
ble monument was unveiled at Gads¬ 
den to-day twmma Sansom. a heroine 
of the Civil War period. 

Miss Sansom was a country girl who 
resided near Black Creek Falls, a few 
miles from Qadsden. During Gen. N. 
B. Forrest’s pursuit of the Federal 
army raiders in April, 1863. the Fed¬ 
eral officer. Col. O. D. Straight, burned 
the bridge over Black creek behind 
him and headed for Rome. Ga., to de¬ 
stroy a Confederate cannon factory. 

Forrest's army could not cross the 
deep creek, whereupon Miss Sansom 
sprang upon the General's horse behind 
him and pointed out the way to a ford 
a few miles above the scene of the 
burned bridge. Forreat's troops then 
overtook the Federals and captured 
them. As a token of appreciation of 
her thoughtful heroism the Alabama 
Legislature adopted a memorial thank¬ 
ing Miss Sansom, and voted her 640 
acres of land and a medal. 

The monument unveiled to-day bore 
on Its base the figure of Forrest on 
hts horse with the girl behind him, 
clinging to him and pointing the w*ay 
to the ford. A statue of the heroine 
mounts the top of the pile. It Is the 
third monument in the South ever 
erected to a woman.

HURLED TO DEATH 

IN COAL SHAFT. 


Long Iron Pip© Driven Through 
Body of One of the 
Victims. 


Spring VaMey, III., July 4.— 1 Three m©n 
were hurled down the shaft of the La- 
salle County Carbon Coal Company 
late yesterday at Cedar PbLnt, and w-ere 
Instantly killed. The new shaft at that 
place Is 252 feet deep. Four men were 
descending In a cage with a load of Iron 
pipe when the chain broke. William 
Smart, Toreman of the crew, managed 
to save himself by graeplng the chain. 

Hogfl.n Benson and Charles Agnew* 
were taken out dead. 

A long iron pipe was driven through 
the body of Frank Bassala, nailing the 
body to the w*all of the mine, seventy- 
five feet from the bottom where the 
corpse hung suspended all night. To¬ 
day when the coroner’* Jury w'as as¬ 
sembled, the body had to be cut in two 
before it could be hoisted from the 


A bullet accidentally discharged from 
a 22-oalfber rifle In the hands at twelve. 
Troxel In tho upper Up, knocking out 
three of hJs front teeth and ervter his 
tongue. Troxel and the little Ketfh 
girl were sitting In the front room of 
their home at 623 Davies street, whan 
the rifle, whlrih was*in the girl’s lop 
suddenly exploded. Troxel was sitting 
directly opposite her ln a chair when 
the gun was discharged. He Is an em¬ 
ployee of the Kentucky Wagon Works. 

A physician looked for the bullet, but 
was unable to locate it. He believes 
that It came out w n hen Troxel lost his 
tectii. The force of ihe bullet for¬ 
tunately was stopped by striking the 
young man’s teeth. 

Shot Himself In Leg. 

Thinking that his son had handed 
him an exploded shell. John Lottes, liv¬ 
ing at 1630 Twenty-third street, pulled 
the trigger of a revolver wlilch he had 
been repairing, with w^hlch to celebrate 
the Fourth, and shot himself Just above 
the left kneo at 8:30 o’clock in the 
morning. Dr. Harry Phillips was 
called and located the bullet after a 
short search, 

Mr. Lottes took out his gun anj 
found that some of the parts had grow n 
rusty from disuse. After working with 
it for a Short time he got it ready to 
fire. Wishing to give the mechanism a 
final teat before firing the weapon, he 
asked his son to give him an empty 
cartridge. 

The boy evidently misunderstood his 
father or picked up a loaded shell and 
handed R to his father. Not noticing 
where the gun pointed, Lottes pulled 
the trigger and the next Instant there 
was an explosion, followed hv a sharp 
pain In his left leg. 

Spent Ball Strikes Woman. 

A spent bullet from the gun of some 
celebnurt hit Mrs. John Ziegler, who 
conducts a dairy at 2207 Griffith ave¬ 
nue, in ’the forehead at 6 o'clock, as she 
was passing Twenty-third street and 
Griffith avenue. The force of the bul¬ 
let was sufficient to knock Mrs. Zieg¬ 
ler from her feet, where she lay 
stunned for a few r moments. The ball 
penetrated her forehead to tho skull, 
causing an ugly wound, but not a seri¬ 
ous one. 

Mrs. Ziegler was delivering milk at 
the time of the accident. She w*aa 
taken to Pfeiffer’s drug store, where 
a physician w'os called. She was then 
removed to her home nearby. Mrs. 
Ziegler Is sixty years old, and grave 
fear Ik felt that the *hock may result 
seriously. 

A search of the neighborhood failed 
to reveal the person from whose gun 
the bullet was discharged. 

Fireworks Start a Blaze. 

Fireworks l« said to have been re¬ 
sponsible for a blaze w'hlch started at 
1:16 o’clock at Fourteenth and Walnut 
streets, lasted an hour and destroyed 
two dwellings and a shed filled with 
marble. The property was owned by 
the Blatz & Krebs Company, who say 
the loss, which is about $1,600, Is cov¬ 
ered by Insurance. 

The fire started in a shed In the rear 
of tho marble works and quickly 
spread to a house at 1306 Btone alley, 
occupied by Charles Fry, and one at 
1313 Stone alley, occupied by C. 
Reunlo. 

The shed was filled with costly mar¬ 
ble ready to be shipped away, but the

GOVERNMENT EXPECTED TO 

KEEP AFTER HOLMES. 


Case Will Be Called In the Autumn 
Again and New Evidence 
Introduced. 


Washington. July 4—[Special.]— 
It Is believed the Government’s attitude 
in regard 16 the mistrial of Edwin S. 
Holmes after the Indicative charge of 
Justice Stafford will be one of unre¬ 
lenting prosecution. The disagreement 
of the jury Is taken to be only a tem¬ 
porary setback for the Government. 

It Is supposed the Jury were divided 
upon the question of Holmes* alleged 
conspiracy with Hhas and Peckham, 
and It Is proposed by the Government 
at the next call of the case during the 
autumn that this phase of the case will 
be fully cleared. It Is not known exact¬ 
ly what new’ steps will be taken by tho 
defendant's counsel, but It has been In¬ 
timated that neither Haas nor Peck- 
ham, tho only two men who oould sub¬ 
stantiate or deny Holmes’ story, will 
be brought to this Jurisdiction to testi¬ 
fy.

SHONTS WANTS NEW CARS. 


New York, July 4.—[Special]—With 
Ih© adjournment of the State Legis¬ 
lature without the passage of the new 
apportionment of the Senate districts. 
New York has given to the rest of the 
country an example of personal poli¬ 
tics and selfishness without parallel in 
political history. Whether Gov. Hughes 
will be able to force the Legislature to 
do Its duty at an extra session Is a 
doubtful question at the present mo¬ 
ment. That he will attempt to, and 
(with the aid of public sentiment may 
puceeed, is a possibility. For undoubt¬ 
edly the very objects of those who pre¬ 
sented the new law from being enacted 
are apt to be frustrated now by popu¬ 
lar indignation. 

The row is a simple one and easily 
explained. In pursuance of the Consti¬ 
tution a previous Legislature undertook 
to apportion the various counties of the 
&t&te into Senate districts. 

Political considerations entered large¬ 
ly into the work. There was no at¬ 
tempt at equalizing the population of 
the various Senate districts or con¬ 
fining them to adjoining counties, but 
Instead, while one Senator represented 
00,000 people, another had 200.000, and 
I he territory was carved out in the 
*ain<e manner. Senator Edgar T. Brack¬ 
ett, one of the ablest men In the upper 
House, who had taken a prominent 
part in the insurance legislation, was 
fetired as the result of that apportion¬ 
ment. 

The Court of Appeals subsequently 
declared the act unconstitutional. A 
pew apportionment had to be framed. 
The Senate set to work and devised a 
plan, which the Governor approved, 
put. alas! it did not gerrymander some 
Df the western counties of the State, 
which, under the old order of things, 
had been controlled by the Wadsworth 
family. 

* • * 

Beef Trust History. 

Courier-Journal readers will recall 
lhat It was Representative Wadsworth, 
pf New York, who fought the efforts 
Df the President to secure an adequate 
tneat inspection at the packing-houses. 
This cost him his seat in Congress. 
The new apportionment would have 
fcnded not alone his control, but also Lhat 
Df his son. the present Speaker of the As¬ 
sembly, of what they had formerly con¬ 
sidered their territory. As a result 
young Wadsworth served immediate 
notice that unless he and his father 
were taken care of, no apportionment 
law could pass, and, strange to say, the 
entire Assembly, both Democrats and 
Republicans, stood by him. 

Not alone this. Wadsworth was per¬ 
fectly willing that any other plan 
phould pass, provided he and his father 
were taken care of. and actually did 
agree to one under which a number at 
Republican Senators would have been 
sacrificed. This, of course, 'killed all 
hope of compromise.

Joswjh I. C. Clarke, who was editor of 
the Jouhral in the days before Hearst.

W'hlle there Is a pretense cm part of 
gome to look upon this statement as 
highly sensational. If one stops to con¬ 
sider the regular as well as the floating 
population of New York, these figures 
are not such a conclusive Indictment 
for extravagance after all. Mr. Clarke 
•ays that a man who reproaches hlm- 
§t If for spending fifty-five cents for his 
lunch instead of keeping the cheek 
down to fifty, thinks nothing at night 
of throwing away a fifty dollar bill for 
something he neither needs nor wants, 
just for the privilege of being called a 
good fellow. 

The money* goes for the aftcr-the- 
theater suppers, cab fare, gambling, 
drinks, tips, flowers, candy and gifts. 
These things are each in turn vigorous¬ 
ly condemned by him. It is true, of 
course, that much money Is spent at 
night which could be devoted to a bet¬ 
ter purpose. Hut after all It would be 
a dull life without diversion, even If 
the latter is costly and lacking in bene¬ 
fit. For all work and no play makes 
Jack a dull boy. and the $150,000 is 
what Jack ploys with to keep up his 
•pints.

Tnat such is the true* identity of 
man whom they denounce as "the most 
faii'tOfille fakir that ever fooled New 
York." was declared yesterday by Wil 
liam M. Cary and Edwin W. Deming, 
both of whom are well-known Now 
York painters of Indian life. 

• • « 

Served Two Years In Sing Sing. 


’It Is about time the true character 
of this imposter is made publicly 
known,’’ su/id Mr. Cary. “He is not 
only a fakir, but a scamp. He Is the 
same negro who stole a painting from 
mo about nineteen years ago, and fri 
consequence served two years In Sing 
Sing prison.’* 

•The alleged grandson of Chief 
Cochise Is a fraud." said Mr. Deming. 
T am glad the American is going to 
expose him for he has been trading on 
the sympathies of a lot of good people 
who believed he was an Indian.” 

Antonio Apache, according to tha 
testimony of Mr. Cary and Mr. Deming. 
has been able to exploit the credulity 
at the Smart Set for the last ten years 
because he made deception an art. 
Not only did he ape the Indian in 
physical appearance, but he also 
studied the habits and language of the 
Redskin. 

On top of his African curls he has 
been accustomed to wear a wig of 
coarse black Indian hair, which he 
brushed almost as smooth as patent 
leather. Those who have won his con¬ 
fidence say that he possesses an elab¬ 
orate assortment of scalps, with hair 
of various lengths, and that he shifts 
from one wig to another, as his hair 
Is supposed to grow. Finally conies 
the “hair cut.” when suddenly he 
jumps back to wig No. 1. 

• • • 

Paints His Features Bronze. 


Lest the natural ebon of his features 
should dispute his claim of Indian an¬ 
cestry, he is said to tint his skin with 
a sort of bronze paint, doing It so 
skillfully that he has frequently posed 
to artists for “color." 

As the lion of Fifth avenue drawing 
rooms Antonio Apache has wont 

to tell of his early life In the West 
with a great amount of detail which 
stMMiied corroborative. It was a far 
different story' than that revealed by 
the two artists who say he Is a hum¬ 
bug. He made no mention to Mrs. 
Drexel or Mrs. Astor of the fact that 
about twenty years ago he used to help 
his negro mother peel potatoes and 
drain spinach In the Sage household. 

Instead he boasted that his grand¬ 
father was the fearless chief of Cochise, 
and that his ancestral realm down In 
Arizona embraced a territory larger 
than Connecticut. That country even 
to this day. he said, bears his name. 
And when he was asked about the hab¬ 
its and customs of the Apaches, he 
was always ready td describe them 
minutely, as If to evidence the most 
Intimate knowledge of his people. 

• • • 

Even Called Him “Prince Anthony.” 




Society first began to entertain the 
alleged grajidson of Cochis© about two 
years ago, when Mrs. John R. Drexel 
invited a select number of guests to 
meet him. He was called Prince An¬ 
thony by the most charmed of his ad¬ 
mirers, and at once Invitations from 
the most exclusive homes of New York 
and Philadelphia began to be showered 
upon lilm. 

For a time he dropped out of the 
social horizon only to appear a still 
greater favorite last winter at a ball 
at the home of Mrs. John Jacob Astor. 
His dancing attracted special notice, 
and he was pronounced one of the most 
graceful figures on the floor. 

A certain New York society editor 
wrote the following In his praise: 

“Society loves a novelty, and of late 
It has been delighting itself with en* 
tertaining that splendid specimen of 
a lost race. Mr. Antonio Apache, a full 
blooded Indian, who has the manners 
of a Chesterfield, the education of a 
Gladstone and the beauty of a graven 
imago. He is a most distinguished and 
Interesting man. and his society has 
been sought for by the leaders of the 
Four Hundred. Mrs. John R. Drexel 
entertained him at her box at the horse 
show, and he has been dlnd and feted 
by the highest. Mr. Apache drosses 
In the latest fashion and carries him¬ 
self with Impressive dignity.” 

President Roosevelt has frequently 
dined with this “Indian” lion. Once 
when he was Governor of New York 
State Mr. Roosevelt invited him and 
Gen. Leonard Wood to lunch at the 
Union League Club. Antonio told the 
President that he was a graduate of 
Harvard and aroused such Interest in 
his host that the latter plied him ear¬ 
nestly with questions. Antonio’s an¬ 
swers. however, were always so prompt 
that the future President, turning to 
Gen. Wood. 8aId: 

Here certainly Is a fine type of 
American. Indeed, this fellow is the 
real American, the kind that can be de¬ 
veloped out of a race which is so gen¬ 
erally considered to he decaying.” 

Since that time the President has. it 
Is said, frequently had talks with An¬ 
tonio at the White House. In which the 
two have discussed Indian affairs. 

There Is no doubt of the smartness 
of this Imposter." said Mr. Cary yes¬ 
terday, ns he sat in his studio at No. 
96 Fifth avenue, painting the picture 
of a train of prairie schooners attacked 
by Indians in the desert. “It Is the fel¬ 
low’s cleverness which has enabled him 
to pull the wool over the eyes of so 
many good people for years. 

“In order to become versed In the 
habits and history of the Apaches, of 
whom he claims to be a dlstingulsned 
representative, this fellow' went down 
lnito the Southwest and lived among 
them. He even tried to get some In¬ 
dian woman to recollect that she was 
Ms mother, but ns to his success on 
this score I am in doubt. He also 
brought a young Indian to this city 
from the Carlisle Indian school and had 
the youth call him uncle." 

It was learned elsewhere that this 
young Indian's name is Vlnie.it Nuta- 
llsh and that he was received .vlth such 
favor as the nephew* of the brilliant 
Antonio that he subsequently married 
the sister of a prominent artist of this 
city. 

”1 am absolutely certain that this so¬ 
cial lion Is a negro.” continued Mr. 
Cary. ”1 first became acquaint ?d with 
him about twenty years ago. He was

There died In Paris the otjier day 
man whose life may be said to exem¬ 
plify perfectly all that may be gained 
In life if a man will but hang to 
That is. it will exemplify this to per 
sons of a particular cast ci thought. To 
others it may as perfectly exemplify 
all that falls to the mere hanger-on. 

“Le Pendu,” as he came to be called 
—4iis real name was Simeon Alguter, 
and he w’as born at Sollies Ville In 1851 
—"le Pendu” made his living by hang 
Ing himself. He grew to be one otathe 
best-known of music hall artists. Un 
like Fregoll, who imitates various per 
nonage* by sudden changes of clothe* 
le Peudu could in a way transform his 
body and possessed the most curious 
physical adaptabilities ever known. 
When a young man he surprised and 
puzzled the army doctors. As he pre¬ 
sented himself for physical examination 
he appeared as a thin, spare-ribbed fel 
low, almost a skeleton, and before the 
examination was over he stood in the 
presence of the army doctor with an 
enormously inflated abdomen, as if he 
had dropsy. While the physician was 
examining this abnormal development 
the abdomen retreated, and a big bloat 
ed tumor suddenly grew on the young 
man’s throat, as if he had an immense 
goitre. He had. apparently. In an In 
stant transferred the swelling from the 
lower part of his body to Ms throat 
When the examination was over he 
stood there a skeleton-like young fel 
low' as before. 

His gifts in bodily transformation 
soon became known all over his native 
district and he was induced to show 
himself on the Music Hall stage. For 
a long time he was known as the skele¬ 
ton man, though he also exhibited him 
self as the fat man. Ills physical 
transformations dtd not stop here. He 
was able to Imitate the pmcees of dy¬ 
ing and death Itself to perfection. Fcl- 
entlets and the members of various 
medical faculties often wished to ex 
amine hts strange faculties, but he 
constantly refused to divulge the se 
ervt of his transformations. When he 
Imitated the state of a dead person he 
threw' himself into a perfect coma His 
heart apparently ceased to beat, and 
the most expert phyelclans are said to 
have been unable to detect life with 
out success, and even through the 
stethoscope not the slightest action of 
the heart could be perceived. The most 
expert doctors would have declared him 
dead, and yet In the next Instant he 
w'ould Jump up and crack Jokes and be 
as much olive as any one. 

HI* lost trick, and one which ktpt 
audiences spellbound, was when he 
used to hang himself by the neck with 
a cord. There wa* no mere make-be¬ 
lieve about It. He would hang himself, 
or allow himself to be hanged, from a 
nail in the ceiling. In the presence of 
a large audience. The rope would fas¬ 
ten uround his throat, his muscles 
would stiffen and the frightened pub¬ 
lic would see him go through every 
one of the phases of a man who M 
actually hanged. The ghastly epoctacle 
was first exhibited In a cabaret in 
Montmatre, and, despite its horrors, or. 
rather, on account of them, it had 
great success. A story is told that he 
once played the trick In a hotel w here 
he was stopping. He hung himself from 
the celling, after ringing the hell, and 
when the waiter entered he was horri¬ 
fied by the sight and rushed (low’n to 
inform the proprietor. Before they re¬ 
turned to the room the man who was 
supposed to have hanged himself had 
taken up hk* valise and met them qui¬ 
etly on the stairs. Although It might 
have been expected that some day ho 
would hang hlmaelf In real earnest, 
such a calamity never befell him. 

He died of a most commonplace ill¬ 
ness. the grip, at his home neur Tou¬ 
lon, where he had retired after earn¬ 
ing a considerable fortune on the stage. 
He never divulged the secret of how' 
he produced the extraordinary rigidity 
of the mufcles of his neck when he 
used to perform his feats of hanging, 
and carried the mystery with him to 
his grave. Doctors proposed to per¬ 
form an autopsy on his body to die 
cover his secret, but his family refused 
to allow It.

It Is the universal Judgment of men 
Intelligent In respect to such matters 
that w'o have reached a condition of 
affairs w'hen there must come a uni 
versa 1 and painful halt unless confi¬ 
dence In the Folvency. the fortunes, and 
the security of San Francisco shall be 
re-established. Wo must go ahead. W< 
cannot get help from abroad until w© 
can make a showing of Industrial peace 
upon a sound basis with security for 
capital invested here. There Is no con¬ 
fidence in tho great money centers with 
respect to San Francisco, and there will 
be none until we shall put our house In 
order. Nobody questions the eomfn-er 
clal opportunity here, nobody doubts 
the capacity or Integrity of out larger 
financial and commercial organizations. 
Nobody—we hope—serk>u9ly questions 
the ultimate outcome. None the less 
capital will not come to us. 

The facts are easily Interpreted. They 
Imply a shutdown of credit, a local re¬ 
action that will make stagnation In 
every street, a rapid and ruinous de¬ 
cline In real estate and leasehold values- 
the cutting down the prices of every- 
thing, including wages. In short. It 
means nothing less than dull time*, 
with universal distress. 

First of all the problem lies with 
what we may call our property class— 
with our men of capital and of busi¬ 
ness. In this, as in every community, 
tho men of financial resource—the men 
of capital—may control the situation to 
right ends If they will come together 
fair and Just policies—Just to labor as 
w©U as to capital—and work to Jus* 
ends There Is always a majority for 
law and for security if those w*ho senti¬ 
mentally stand for law and security 
will pull together. It Is so here. If 
these elements, leaving the labor ele¬ 
ment out of the <n*»*tlon altogether, 
who, during the pe*t month, have been 
clutching each other by the throat, 
would forget their abound differences, 
would put aside their Inchaeent quarrelo 
and give their combined eneirgles to the 
business of re-establishing our credit 
and standing In the world, the troubles 
which threaten to overwhelm us could 
be exorcised and destroyed in a month. 

The problems of the hour are serious 
enough, but there Is no mystery about 
them; they stand so prominently in 
view that the plainest common sense 
may recognize and name them. The 
first thing needed Is to put an end to 
the strikes, w'hlch would die In a w*eek 
were they not encouraged and nour¬ 
ished by quarrels among Interests 
which ought to stand together. The 
second thing needed Is so to rewrite the 
rules of industry that a decent man. 
whether he belong to a labor union or 
not, may have a fair chance under the 
traditional American system of earning 
his living In any work which he Is com¬ 
petent and willing to do—this, too. 
could be done In a week with reason¬ 
able co-operation at the hands of our 
so-called conservative class. The third 
thing needed Is comply*? reorganization 
of our municipal government—and this, 
as w’ell as the rrther, could be done If 
there were willingness to work togeth**- 
In reasonable and proper w*ays to the 
end of casting out our boodllng board of 
supervisors, of substituting some man 
of capacity and resptet for our boodllng 
Mayor.

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Raisuli’s Exploit. 

The bandit Ralsull. of Morocco, has 
had a good deal of free advertising. 
His capture of Perdicarls. a nominal 
American citizen, caused some excite¬ 
ment and was used as n. political asset 
In the last presidential election. The 
numerous successes to his credit have 
awakened a good deal of admiration 
in the minds of certain Americans who 
believe in "doing things,” without any 
too careful regard to whether the 
things ought to be done or not. Hence, 
many are Indlned'to think that Ralsull 
oi#?ht to be the real ruler of Morocco. 
That he would rule It In his own Inter¬ 
est is not disputed, and that Is the ideal 
government in the opinion of some of 
our American thinkers, or Americans 
who think they think. 

Raisull is again prominently before 
the public In consequence of hating 
seized Gen. Sir Harry MacLean, com¬ 
mander of the Sultan’s bodyguard. 
This capture was apparently in violation 
of a safe conduct. MacLean had been 
seeking to obtain the pardon of Ral- 
sull, and had gone ou< to confer about 
the terms. Whatever may have been 
the express stipulations, such a mis¬ 
sion necessarily carried with It the Im¬ 
plied condition that MacLean should 
be free from molestation or detention. 
His person was as sacred as tl^at of an 
Ambassador, which, informally, he 
was In fact. Ralsull made him a pris¬ 
oner and announced that he would 
hold him as a hostage until his pardon 
Is granted on his own terms. 

The terms which Raisull proposes 
to exact for the surrender of MacLean 
are not excessively modest. He asks, 
first, the reconstruction of his harem 
at Zinat; secondly, the payment of an 
Indemnity of a hundred thousand 
douros. or $200,000; thirdly, his reap¬ 
pointment as Governor of Tangier and 
of Fahs. This, of course, implies his 
pardon for all past offenses, and doubt¬ 
less there la In It an expectation that 
his shrewdness and prowess will put 
him in a position to dethrone the Sultan 
and to sflcceed him. 

Gen. MacLean was a former officer 
of the British army. He is of an old 
Beotch family'. It Is said that his al¬ 
legiance Is still due to the British Gov¬ 
ernment, but at the same time he Is 
described as the second man In influ¬ 
ence in Morocco, having organized the 
army and civil administration, and 
standing next to the Sultan In power. 

_Jt makes an unpleasant complication 
f<V the subject of one Power to stand 
so h!»rh in official rank in another. A 
country protects Its own citizens or 
subjects In a foreign land, but at the 
same time they are subject to the law's 
of the country In which they reside, 
and the enforcement of those law's de¬ 
pends upon th«*/Government of that 
country. It Is the laws of Morocco 
that have been infringed by Raisull, 
and It Is the duty of the Sultan to en¬ 
force them—If he can. Having volun¬ 
tarily placed himself under the protec¬ 
tion of the Sultan, who te willing and 
anxious to protect him. It Is not clear 
that the British Government is bound 
to enforce the laws of Morocco In such 
a case. 

There are other complications, how¬ 
ever. Morocco is und^r a sort of protec¬ 
torate undertaken by the Powers of Eu¬ 
rope. which Intely made an agreement 
on the subject. Great Britain has as¬ 
pired to control Morocco and so has 
France, while Germany Intervened to see 
that none of them got too much power 
there. Ralsull Is a bandit, a land pi¬ 
rate, and £0 an enemy of the human 
race. Great Britain owes him nothing 
and can do anything against him that 
It? sanctioned by the Sultan of Morocco 
Etuil the other Powers in Interest. But 
It Great Britain got Into Morocco. In 
quest of Raisull she might forget to 
j;ct out, as she did In the case of 
Egypt. Accordingly the capture of Mac- 
Lean may become an Interimtlonai 
question for all the Powers of Europe 
t * settlo. 

The terms upon which I*. .mid- that 
MacLean wt!l be r€lea.-cj are appa- 
f*»Uy Impossible. Ralsull himself 


must realize this, for he Is considered 
a man of eminent ability. There Is. 
therefore, probably something back of 
his proportion which he does not think 
It to his advantage to state Just now. 
What alliances, what backers he may 
have Is not yet apparent, but It *® 
likely t^jat he has designs that are not 
upon the surface. 

Men who ’’do things'* like Ralsull In 
defiance of constitutions and laws. In 
contempt of plighted faith, ought not 
to be encouraged. If the European con¬ 
cert about Morocco was in good faith 
for the benefit of that unfortunate 
country, all the Powers of Europe 
should unite to hunt down Ralsull. The 
complications, however, are such that 
it ki doubtful what will be done about 
It. __ 

Increase In Shipbuilding. 

The Bureau of Navigation at Wash¬ 
ington reports that a larger number of 
vessels, and those of much greater ton¬ 
nage, were built in the United States 
during tho fiscal year Just closed than 
In any year for the past half century, 
and that the gross tonnage has been 
exceeded during only two years In our 
history- During the year 1.463 vessels 
of 510,865 gross tons w'ere constructed 
and officially numbered by the Bureau. 
The ship construction of 1855 aggre¬ 
gated 588,450 tons, and In 1854 was 536,- 
046 tons. In those years our tonnage 
construction greatly exceeded that of 
Great Britain. In the last fiscal year 
there were built In the United States 
122 steel steam vessels of 860,665 tons, 
exceeding by far the greatest tonnage 
of this kind in the history of this 
country and about one-fifth the ton¬ 
nage built in the United Kingdom. Of 
these steel vessels forty-seven of 238,- 
712 tons w’ere built on the Great Lakes. 
Fifteen of these w’ere each of more 
than 7,000 tons. In 1903 the largest 
steamer built on tho lakes was 5.600 
tons. It Is noted also that the ton¬ 
nage and average size of the steel 
steamers built for the coasting trade 
are also the largest In history. On tho 
seaboard twenty-four ocean steamers, 
each of more than 1,000 tons, aggre¬ 
gating 98,000 tons, were built. 

With this excellent exhibit of the in¬ 
crease In our domestic tonnage it Is a 
matter 'of regret to note that but two 
steamers were built for our foreign 
trade. While the former exhibit indi¬ 
cates a great expansion of our domes¬ 
tic* commerce with proportionate In¬ 
crease In product and freightage for 
export, a normal condition of trade 
would lead to a corresponding Increase 
in our foreign commerce In American 
bottoms. But under the operation of 
our tariff and navigation laws our for¬ 
eign trade tonnage Is less than It was 
a century ago, and in the matter of 
freights, both of export an^ Import, 
we are paying tribute to foreign ship¬ 
ping which under wiser legislation 
w'ould lead to an expansion of our for¬ 
eign commercial marine commensurate 
with that of our domestic tonnage as 
exhibited by the foregoing exhibit. 


Psychic Epilepsy. 

A New' York physician was lately 
tried for an aggravated assault on a 
man and his wife and a policeman, who 
intervened. His plea was that he was 
«iVbJect to psychic epilepsy, and did not 
know what he was doing. He testified 
that he remembered) walking to a cer¬ 
tain comer, not very Car from the sc^ne 
of the aroault. and after that he knew 
nothing until after his arrest. He was 
discharged. 

Thus we have another excuse for 
public offenses added to brainstorm, 
dementia Americana, the unwritten 
law, and the like. The physician in 
this case introduced a doctor who had 
•been treating him for eighteen months, 
who told of the peculiarity of the disease 
which, happily, he said is very rare. 
A patient do afflicted is likely to lose 
all memory of his actions, which arc, 
however, inferred to be beyond his con¬ 
trol. In this case the victims were un¬ 
known to the accused, and apparently 
hod given him no provocation. The ac¬ 
quitted was in accordance with the 
evidence. 

It Is likely that this disease, which Is 
new to most people, will be seized 
upon by criminal lawyers for use In 
cases where the unwritten law' or 
brainstorm doe* not reach. But there 
Is another question which arises. If 
psychic epilepsy is a good excuse in 
charges of crime is It not also a good 
reason for putting the patient under 
such restraint as will prevent him from 
assailing people on the streets with¬ 
out cause? It is not a very cheerful 
thought that the phjfctckm who comes 
to see you in distress is himself afflict¬ 
ed with a disease which may cause him 
to assault and kill you without a mo-, 
ment's warning. One would thjnk, at 
any rate, that that physician’s practice 
would fall off In consequence of his 
successful defense of the charge of as¬ 
sault. 


False Reports. 

Within the past few days there have 
been several sensational reports In 
regard^ to matters of Important 
national Interest originating apparently 
from official sources which have been 
promptly followed by official denials. 
The first of these, emanating from 
Washington, which appeared In the 
news columns of the press of the 2d 
Inst., announced with circumstantial 
detail that President Roosevelt had de¬ 
termined to send the Atlantic fleet of 
sixteen battleships and two armored 
cruisers to the Pacific; to withdraw 
from Asiatic waters to the Pacific 
coast the armored cruisers now In the 
Far East and to look to the fortifica¬ 
tion of the Philippines and Hawaii. 
This was said to be In view of the sit¬ 
uation in San Francisco growing out 
of tho friction there between the popu¬ 
lace and the Japanese. There was an 
atmosphere of official verity which 
caused Jt to be accepted without ques¬ 
tion and seriously commented upon/by 
the press as portending danger of 
straJged relations with Japan and pos¬ 


sibly corresponding naval demonstra¬ 
tion by that power. 

On the next day the Eastern papers 
published a dispatch from Oyster Bay 
stating that the reports, as published, 
were denied by Mr. Loeb, the private 
secretary of the President, who saJd 
that “The report is without foundation 
In fact, that such a movement has 
never been considered by the President 
and that Its consideration Is not con¬ 
templated.” Such sensational reports, 
whethor founded on fact or not. cannot 
be too severely deprecated. The ques¬ 
tion pending between this country 
and Japan is a delicate one, 
requiring the greatest g»>od judgment 
In its handling, notwithstanding the 
very friendly relations between the two 
Governments, owing to the popular 
feeling In Japan which may bo too 
strong in Its demand for radical con¬ 
cessions from the United States for the 
Japanese administration to resist. 

The other and less serious Instance of 
sensational rumor occurred a few' days 
previously In a dispatch from Panama 
stating that Col. Gocthals. the chief 
engineer and head of the Panama Ca¬ 
nal Commission, had announced his in¬ 
tention to retire, coupled with the 
statement that there had been a strike 
and that matters were in a bad shape. 
This brought up visions of past com¬ 
plications and crated a general feeling 
of apprehension as to the future, which 
was only relieved by a dispatch from 
Col. Goethals to Secretary Taft, w’hlch 
said: ’’Everything going on well and 
harmoniously. Report of dissatisfac¬ 
tion and desire to withdraw absolutely 
false.” He might well have added, with 
Falstaff, “Lord, Lord, how this world la 
given to lying.” 


Tr/ading Upon the Dough. 

Man cannot live by bread alone, but 
mu&t mix with it a little reprocessed 
meat, some pie made with analine dye 
and benzoate of soda, some vinegar 
made out of chemical* of various sort*, 
eggs stored until they have lost their 
savor and gained in strength, ham 
made from the shoulder of the hog, 
sweetmeats made of glucose and 
branded to catch the eye of the pur¬ 
chaser. pepper adulterated with bean 
dust, potted loaf made of a mixture of 
muscles and bristles and hide and hoof 
a*nd horn, olive oil from the cotton 
belt. French peas from the Atlantic 
seaboard States, chemically Impure 
wines from tho laboratories of the 
Loire, pickles made bright green with 
roof paint, and various other delicacies. 
Yet bread is still the staff of life, and 
more or less gloom will be spread over 
the land by the receipt of Information 
to the effect that in some of the 
bakeries It Is customary to knead the 
dough by walking in It, to keep pet 
ainimals in the kWchen—some of them 
large animal®, as, for Instance, delivery 
horses, and other small animals, as. 
for instance, diseased cats—to 9lt or 
sleep upon tables and shelves and to 
defile Che bakeshop otherwise and vari¬ 
ously. Such are the customs, according 
to Secretary Crumibine of the Kansas 
Board of Health, and he has issued a 
ukase forbid 1 rig their continuance. 

Here Is a fitting field for another Upton 
Sinclair. Let someone write a romance 
around about and in the midst of sick 
kittens and delivery horses, barefooted, 
tobacco-chewing bread knead era, soul- 
lews venders of loaves, and the helpless 
consumer. What green fields and pas¬ 
tures new are open to the novelist who 
will tell us how the toothsome tart is 
made, what villainies are perpetrated 
in the preparation of the harmless- 
looking. well-appearing bun, and what 
a scandal there Is about the origin of 
the Jelly roll, the doughnut and the 
cruller. If truth were told. 

Let Upton look to his laurels or some¬ 
one with a rake longer and wider than 
his will go into the pestiferous bakery 
and write “The Junble” in words of 
living fire that will shed a lurid light 
upon the pure-food problem in every 
clvlMzed land, causing the bread of 
Central Africa, made of pounded bugs, 
to seem a dainty dish for the back-to- 
nature fanatics In comparison with the 
boasted white bread that Is the por¬ 
tion of the American sovereign, regard¬ 
less of whether he Is happily horn- 
swoggUng tho great common people 
from the top side of a trust or toil¬ 
somely carrying a hod to the top of a 
brick wall!. Let J^lm beware lest the 
story of the stockyards become a tale 
too tame to tickle the nerve centers of 
a Jocled reading public or nauseate a 
land lubber upon the morning of his 
second* day at sea. It is discouraging 
from a gastronomic point of view to 
learn of the duplicity *of the dough 
kneaders, but to the lover of literature 
the conditions said to exist are preg¬ 
nant with prismy possibilities. 


The Washwoman a Trust-Buster. 

According to figure® from the latest 
census report 328,935 women in the 
United State® earn their living by 
washing clothes. Most of them are 
widows or women whose matrimonial 
experience has been unsatisfactory. 
Most are at or above middle 
age, and most of them earn more 
money than domestic servants and en¬ 
joy more Independence. The labor Is 
hard, but much more healthful than 
work In mills and factories; no tech¬ 
nical training Is required, and anyone 
who will “take pains” may "do up” the 
family washing to the entire satisfac¬ 
tion of the family. The statisticians 
merely tell the atory of how many 
wash women there are, their age, color 
and previous condition and their earn¬ 
ing capacity. But the washwoman 
a® a truat-buster Is an iint*artant fac¬ 
tor. Were it not for the round-armed, 
strong-backed woman at the tub w’hat 
would the steam laundries charge us 
to “do up” our rolled garments? 

By a gentlemen’s agreement now and 
then the steam laundries fix the scale 
of prices. The cost of having a shirt 
or a collar, or nn under garment, wash¬ 
ed and ironed Is about 10 per cent, of 
the value of the garment, and when we 


consider that In "soft coal” Utles 
that which is white in the morning is 
fit only for the washboard in the even¬ 
ing it may be readily «een that our 
laundry bills upon many garments are 
greater than the purchase price. The 
value of the independent, an l us*ually 
reasonable laundress, is apparent. 

Although only 10 per cent of the 
W omen of tho United States,are negroes 
two-thirds of the washwomen are 
negroes. Of all of the washwomen 
four-fifths live at home and as a rule 
the woman who takes in washing Is 
the hoad of the family. In 1890 there 
W’ere thirty-four washwomen to 10,000 
population and In 1890 there were forty- 
four to 10,000. While the number of 
negro women engaged in washing 
clothes reached a maximum sometime 
ago, the white women of the North are 
rapidly entering the field and finding it 
satisfactory. 

Now that tho statisticians have called 
our attention to the Importance of the 
laundress as an Industrial factor, and 
since it Is plain that she is the friend 
of the person who protests against pay¬ 
ing truBt-made prices for laundry 
work the woman at the tub should not 
only be respected and encouraged, she 
should also be enshrined in,, ver*e along 
with the much-talked-of man with the 
hoc. Will not some poet trim the saw 
teeth from a machine-washed collar and 
indite a poem to the woman whose hard 
toll does so much to bust the power 
of a trust? 


The New Immigration Law. 

The new immigration law which went 
Into effect July 1 has a number of re¬ 
strictions upon the admission of unde¬ 
sirable foreigners. One of the most 
Important changes from the previous 
act Is the increase of tne head tax from 
$2 to 34, coupled with the provision 
that all ov<V $2,000,000 of the revenue 
derived from this source shall revert 
to the United States Treasury Instead 
of being devoted exclusively to the 
uses of the Immigration Bureau. As 
the annual Immigration for each of the 
past two years has exceeded a million, 
the income derived by the Government 
from this source will be a matter of 
some moment. Another change in the 
law subjects the steamship companies 
to a fine of $100 for bringing to this 
country immigrants who are physically 
or mentally defective or afflicted with 
loathsome or contagious diseases. The 
law* further provides for the deporta¬ 
tion of women found to be leading Im¬ 
moral lives within three years after 
their arrival. The Immigration officials 
are also empowered to arrest those w ho 
harbor women of this character and 
fixes a fine of $500 and imprisonment 
for five years In event of conviction 
for such offenses. It Is believed that 
these changes in the law, as it pre¬ 
viously existed, will have the effect of 
sensibly reducing the volume of Im¬ 
migration and result In raising the 
physical and moral standard.

Chief Parker.

Ambassador Bryce is not the only fa¬ 
mous man who hn* f.aternized with 
Quanati Parker, chief of the Comanche*, 
although not all of the Indian’s prominent 
visitors have smoked the pipe of peace 
with him, as the dispatches say King Ed¬ 
ward's Ambassador did. Parker has 
amassed milch wealth, and he lives com¬ 
fortably and happily on his ranch In West¬ 
ern Oklahoma. He was one of the admir¬ 
ing throng which greeted President Roose¬ 
velt. when two years ago, the Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive went W’olf hunting with Cecil A. 
Lyon and Sloan Simpson in Burko Bur¬ 
nett’s "Big Pasture," which is in Okla- 
homa^Just above the Red river. At. Fred- 
erlck.^where Mr. Ropsevelt and his party 
left the train and mounted horses for the 
ride to the pasture some miles distant, a 
stand had been erected in tho main street 
of the village. ant$. of course, the Presi¬ 
dent had to make a speech. Parker was 
presented before the President ascended 
the platform, hut his name did not im¬ 
press itself on Mr. Roosevelt’s mind. In 
the course of his brief address the Presi¬ 
dent, referring to the progress of the Ter¬ 
ritory, spoke of what the Indians had 
done. 

"Their achievements have been remark¬ 
able.” he said. "Now, there is my friend 
over there, Chief— Chief— well, I won’t 
attempt to pronounce his name.” 

The crowd laughed, and even the un¬ 
emotional Parker, who sat on his horse 
close to the stand, permitted his stolid 
features to relax into u grin. The Presi¬ 
dent assumed that the name was typically 
Indian, and. therefore, difficult of pro¬ 
nunciation. wliereas, as a matter of fact. 
It has considerably more of the flavor of 
Anglicism, and Is spoken with greate^ 
ease, than the President's own.

Berry On McKinley.

Former Congressman A. 8. Berry was 
in a very reminiscent mood yesterday 
when seen at tho Sinton, where he was 
paying his respects to the Hon. John W.

*ny secretary tell you about the appoint¬ 
ment of your son on the Philippine Com¬ 
mission?* 

"My son went on the commission, and 
Kentucky Democrats have wondered over 
since how I secured • the appointment 
However, Mr. McKinley n4ver forgot a 
favor and never lo®t an opportunity to re¬ 
member his friends."

A Treaty Killer.

Senator Bacon, of Georgia, who will be 
the ranking minority member of the Com¬ 
mittee on Foreign Relations now that 
John Tyler Morgan is dead, will have to 
prevent tho ratification of many treat¬ 
ies if he equals tho record of his prede¬ 
cessor In that respect. During the thirty 
years he* was a member of the Senate. 
Mr. Morgan probably killed more pro¬ 
posed conventions with other Powers than 
any other man In the history of Congress 
He seemed to get much satisfaction out 
of his opposition to various treaties which 
came before his committee, and very fre¬ 
quently his resistance had the effect he 
desired. Usually,’ too. the treaties he de¬ 
feated were of tho kind which deserved 
no other fate. The Isio of Pines treaty 
and the Santo Domingo convention were 
two which he fought vigorously in the 
last years of his life. American residents 
of the Isle of Pins, who havo always con¬ 
tended that that island belongs to the 
United States, appreciated the stand ol 
tho Alabama Senutor very highly. Last 
winter, us a manifestation of their feel 
ing In the premises, they presented him 
a beautiful cane, made of Isle of Pines 
ebony, and bearing a heavy gold head, 
suitably inscribed. Senator Morgan con¬ 
tended that the Island, os well as Porto 
Rico passed under American dominion un¬ 
der tho terms of the treaty of Paris, 
which terminated the Spanlsh-Amerlcan 
War. and that the Americans who settled 
tfiere In the belief that It was American 
territory w’ould be greatly wronged by 
any agreement which would make the is¬ 
land a part of Cuba.

It was a fearfully rainy, disagreeable 
day last week wlien I started 100 miles 
inio the Cumberland mountains to the 
dedication of the little church on ILiddlx 
Fork. Noon, Saturday, found me at Elki- 
tawa. where I unexpectedly met M rs 
E mma Withers, the accomplished m s- 
sion teacher at Canoe, on the M dd'e 
Fork. A rough road wagon, drawn by 
two mules, pulled ns several miles over, 
or, rather through, a desperate road up 
Cano creek to Haddix Fork. A large box 
of Bibtes and Testaments and clothing 
for the children and other needy one*, 
made the wagon heavier and harder to 
pull t hrough deep mud holes, worn by 
hauling ties and logs to the railroad. 

Evening brought us in slghi of the little 
white chapel of Mrs. Andrew’s. In the val¬ 
ley of Haddix Fork^ just wide enough 
for the creek and the chapel. It had been 
built by a noble woman In Chicago, whom 
none of us ever saw*. The poor Higb*and- 
nTs. with infinite patience and persever¬ 
ance, had cut down big trees and 
dragged them through mud and water 
to the little mountain sawmill. They had 
split the board* on the mountain and 
carried them down or their shoulders to 
cover the little church. By dint of hard 
work, it was done at last, and Mrs. An¬ 
drews. the faithful teacher, wav happy 
and thankful, even with the headache. 
Two meiy were at work on n little Cot¬ 
tage by the church, where she will 1 ve 
and teach the Highland lads and lassies 
tho gospel of Jesus. An open-hearted old 
mountaineer gave me a hearty welcome 
nnd a little room to sleep ir.^he had but 
two. 

Mrs. Andrew’s was living »n a room by 
the church. Just wide enough to hold » 
little stove and a cot, wi’.no:<t even room 
for the box or bed. If on • wants co 
how people lived in "the go*J old times’ 
let hint go to Haddix Fork. Those good 
people are our contemporaries of the 
Sixteenth century. Their open-hearted 
and free-handed, simple manner of living 
is charming to one accustomed to the 
"vanities and vexations" of much fash¬ 
ionable society, full of hypocrisy and 
self fishness. 

Though there was no appointment for 
preaching that night, the little bell on 
tho church filled It 'by dark with an ear¬ 
nest people, who listened with gladness 
to the old story of Jesus. Everyone walk¬ 
ed. but the babies; -and they are always 
present in the mountains. Oi l 
Stephen" Miller, who hnd lived thor# 
most of hls lire, sold that was the first 
church bell he had ever heard, and l: 
summonded the hutrtble dwellers In thos* 
poor mountains to the first church ever 
built on Haddix Fork. It was, of course, 
a very unpretentious building (as It co?t 
h*ss than $&*>), but It was the only one 
they ever hod. and a "thing of beauty" 
among the little cabins on Haddix Fbrfc. 

Sunday morning rose In all Its glory 
over those poor mountains, and God 
smiled away the clouds which had cov¬ 
ered them for weeks like a poll. By 8 
o’clock the Highlanders had commenced 
coming, and by 9 a. m. the house was 
crowded tnside and out. Many of them 
had walked miles through mud and wa¬ 
ter and across mountains. "Proctor Bill** 
and Lewis Hensley, the faithful native 
hoh>f*r», were there by 8 a. m.. and at 
9:15 I began the service of dedication, 
which, with its singing and preaching, 
continued till noon, and not a soul left 
the church or went to sleep. It was no 
trouble to preach there, for they were 
hungry for the^goepel. and it Is little 
trouble to feed a hungTy man. Old Grand¬ 
mother Miller said she could have - lis¬ 
tened 'till dark, and It was the best day 
of her life, and she Is seventy-two. 

On Invitation scores of them came up 
to confess Christ In the simplicity of the 
faith that saves. It was not so hard u> 
persuade them that God has a better 
country for them. It I* a contlmml strug¬ 
gle for bread hare. The steep mountain 
sides soon waah to the rock, and It is a 
battle with ground squirrels and ground 
hogs to save thdr corn from the time It 
Is planted to the day It Is gathered. Ev¬ 
ening found me bsick tu Elkatawa, sever¬ 
al miles dowrn Cane creek. On the way I 
turned up Belcher’s Fork to see Mrs. 
"Proctor BUI" Little, who had for five 
months been at death’s door. I was glad 
to find her able to sit out on the porch 
of their little cabin and see the sunshine 
on the hills once more. She was very 
proud of their house and farm, the best 
they ever had, arid It cost $10f>. most of It 
given by generous hand* she never knew 
Brother Evans, the earnest Welsh mis¬ 
sionary at Elkatawa, had gone to New 
York to see hls dying mother. But tha 
bell on Kessler chapel filled the houee by 
dark with a congregation, ail of whom 
walked, and most of whom were young 
men and women. It was an unusual 
scene. After preaching I spent the night, 
alone. In tho little manse near by. And 
wished for the morning. At Onkdale. 6:46 
a. m. Monday, Proctor Bill met me with 
n horse (five miles and two mountains 
from his home), and accompanied me to 
Puncheon Camp, the beautiful mountain 
stream, which has neither church nor 
schoolhouse, but scores of children. 

The Puncheon Campers^rromised every¬ 
thing I needed (but money) to build them 
a church and college; the logs, land and 
labor and children. They had cut the 
trees on the mountain and sawed 10.000 
feet of lumber a* a pledge of their sin¬ 
cerity. W’e accented It. and by 0>d*9 
helo and ours will have them a church 
ond school before Santa Claus comes to 
gladden your home—he has never been to 
theirs. ___ 

YALE MEN HAVE 

LARGE .FAMILIES. 


[Chicago Tribune.] 

Either because of some rare qualities to 
be found In Chicago's atmosphere or for 
some other subtle causes which do not 
appear, Yale graduate*, who, tfnder nor¬ 
mal conditions, are supposed to shy at 
matrlnjony and fatherhood, forsake all of 
these habits upon reaching Chicago. 

If vital statistics which Just have been 
sent forth In the offlrlnl organ of the uni¬ 
versity are correct, applying as they do 
to every city and hamlet where Yale 
graduate* dwell, the Yale men who set¬ 
tled In Chicago Immediately forsook their 
college teachings and applied themselves 
Industriously to the teachings of President 
Roosevelt. 

A careful canvass of Yale alumni In 
Chicago yesterday revealed the fact that 
the stork has not been Idle because of the 
Inereaslrtg number of graduates of "Old 
Eli” who have settled here In recent 
years. In fact, the married Yale graduate 
In Chicago who is not the head of a large 
family is the exception and not the rule. 
• • • 

"I don’t know what would lead anybody 
to believe that Yale graduates are back¬ 
ward In contributing to the population of 
the country,” said Julian Mason, one of 
the younger members of the local alumni 
association. "If statistics were gathered 
In Chicago they would reveal Just the op¬ 
posite sit nation. I believe that large fam¬ 
ilies are the rule instead of the exception 
among graduate* of Old EM." 

Probably the largest family to be found 
among Chicago Yale men Is that of which 
Mr. Mason, who is a son of the late E. Q, 
Mason Is a member. There are thirteen 
children in tho family. 

William Kent, municipal reformer and 
attorney. Is the father of seven children. 
Judge C. M. Walker has four children. 
There are so many families of two nnd 
three children that members of the Uni¬ 
versity Cinb refused to count them in at 
nil. 

"I don’t know’ whether It was because 
there was something the matter with th*» 
statistics or whether Chicago is the ex¬ 
ception in this matter," said Dr. Samuel 
J Walker, a Yale man. "I can call to 
mind at least a* many Vale men who arc 
tho fathers of large families as T can men 
who are not Yale or college graduates." 
• • • 

James C. Whitson, father of six chil¬ 
dren. wan the one man who endeavored to 
explain the seeming phenomenon present¬ 
ed by the long list of large families to be 
found In Chicago. He attributed It all to 
tho city life. 

"Instead of cutting off family life the 
rush anil worry of the city only make a 
man more devoted to his family In the 
few hours that he. has with thorn.” said 
Mr. Whitson. *’A young man who leaves 
Yale and comes to Chicago to make ills 
start Is Hkcly to fool tho necessity of a 
helpmeet long before ho lias won success. 
This la truer hero than in any other great 
city in the United States."

WORD SHELVES IK THE BRAIN. 

tDr. William llanna. Thomson In Every- 
body’s Magazine.] 

Disorders of speech, duo to physical 
damage In the brain, show that words are 
there arranged somewhat like books on 
library shelves. When « man. there fore, 
learns a new language, he has to provide 
a now shelf for its words. This is proved 
by the case among many others iik^ it. 
of a man who, beside his mother English, 
learned French, Latin nnd Greek. He be. 
came word blind in English, but still 
could read French, though with some mis¬ 
takes, and Latin with fewer mistakes 
than French, wlvile Greek he could read 
perfeotly—sbowing that hls English shelf 
was mined, hhi French eheK damaged** fcIs 
Latin shelf less so. while hls Greek row 
escaped entirely. 

Other instances show that the books 
may be so jammed sidewise, so to speak, 
that not one of them can bo got out, in 

which case the event proves that on each 
shelf the verbs are placed first, the pro¬ 
nouns next, then the prepositions and ad¬ 
verbs, and the nouns last. A man wa- 
brought to my clinic who could not utter 
a word.

MAKES DUCKS HUNT GOLD.

Originality is not an unusual quality 
in a country newspaper editor. There 
have been editors who carr^d their 
originality to the extent of accepting 
cord wood for an annual subscriptxn 
to the weekly, pt becoming elcofrsrf to 
the office of Justice of the peace, road 
supervisor and school clerk, all at the 
same lime. Editor Swett's originality 
runs along an entirety different channel. 
Swett publishes the Sultan Star in Sul¬ 
tan. Snohomish county. Recently he 
has branched out by starting another 
weekly in Index, where there are few 
inhabitants, but countless prospects. 

Editor Swett does not put all his 
originality into one basket, which 
meana two weekly newspapers, as any¬ 
one may readily understand by perus¬ 
ing their contents. He believe® in 
broadening his income and mind by 
indulging in a variety of pursuits, and 
he is not averse to speculating when 
conditions appear auspicious. 

Ever since Snohomish county has 
been peopled by white men the pres¬ 
ence of gold In the vicinity of Sultan 
has been an open secret Miners have 
delved in the gravel skirting Sultan 
river, their researches being rewarded 
by the finding of coarse gold, though 
not in sufficient quantity to attract a 
Guggenheim. Many a scheme has been 
projected for the collection of the g dd 
in paying quantities, but all failed. 

Recently Editor Swett started the 
machinery or his brain pan at work 
for the purpose of discovering some 
means by which the vast amount of 
loo$e metal might be corralod by him 
for uso In purchasing white paper.

Briefly, the secret 
soon to be exposed Is the stocking of 
this land with a certain breed of ducks, 
tho birds to be aJlowed entire free¬ 
dom—indeed, to receive explicit In¬ 
structions to roam the leased acreage 
and pick up what small nuggets they 
uncover. 

Editor Swett is in earnest, and he 
looks the part. He says that it is no 
uncommon sight when a fowl Is killed 
near Sultan to find rich deposits of 
coarse gold In the bird’s department 
of the interior.

mens of equal celebrity that figured in 
the garment's recovery. It was found 
by Conductor Jefferson Davis, who 
I turned it over to Station Agent William 
[ McKinley, who sent the night shirt on 
to the Nebraskan, 


Escapes from drowning at sea are 
not uncommon from the nature of a s a 
life, but the circumstances attending 
them differ materially and therein lies 
the interest of each narrative. I will 
toll cf throe instances, writes R. G. F. 
Candage In the Boston Globe. The first 
occurred in the Atlantic, east of tin* 
Grand Banks. In the month of Febru¬ 
ary while on passage from London to 
New* York. The ship was running with 
square yards before an easterly gale, 
making twelve knots under double- 
reefed topsails. The se^ was rough, 
the ship rolled heavily, and I. as officer 
of the deck that afternoon, ordered the 
Jib lo be loosed and set to steady her 
from rolling. 

I sent one of the sailors out to loose 
the sail and stood juot abaft the break 
of the forecastle watching him. He 
cast off the gasket and was in the act 
<X making it up when by a heavy roll 
of the ship to starboard the sail 
slipped from the boom, struck him and 
knocked hhn from the footrupe over¬ 
board! I saw* him fall, heard the cry 
of “Man overboard!” and ran as swift¬ 
ly as possible alt for the taffrail. 

Upon each quarter were kept wheel 
relieving tackles, and my thought was 
that if I could reach one of those tackle 
falls before the ship sailed past 1 the 
mam I might throw* it to him and per¬ 
haps save him. 

There were four steps of a ladder to 
ascend In order to reach the poopdeck, 
ar*d before I could ascend them and 
reach the tackles the man at the wheel, 
with the same thought, left hts station, 
took up the tackle fall and luckily 
threw it over the man's bead and 
shoulders Jim as the ship was passing 
him. 

He seized It with both hands and 
with his teeth and held on for his life. 
At tho* Instant I reached the scene and 
togorher the helmsman and I pulled the 
sailor ou-t of the water. 

The rest of the watch was soon on 
hand, a bowilne was slipped under the 
man's arms, he was pulled in on deck 
and w’as saved. During that time the 
^hlp had kept on her course wKh no 
one at the wheel. 

The noise and bustle on deck brought 
up the captain and the passengers 
from the cabin to ascertain what It 
meant, and they w*ere astonished when 
told that a sailor had fallen overboard 
from the Jlbboom and had been res¬ 
cued In the manner described. 

The sailor was nervous but uninjur¬ 
ed. The captain gave him a glass of 
brandy; he went forward and changed 
his clothes and came on deck and stood 
the rest of his watch. It was a close 
call and almost a miraculous rescue. 

The second occurrence took place in 
the autumn of the same year as the 
first, in the Pacific, on the passage from 
New York to San Francisco upon an¬ 
other ^hlp of which I was chief officer. 

The ship was in the southeast trades, 
running dow*n to the equator, with 
square yards, studding nails set alow* 
and aloft and making five or six knots. 
All hands were busy refitting irtilp and 
in tarring down the rigging, w* eat her 
flno and ship steady, except a gradual 
rolling from side t» side. 

A sailor lad was sent aloft to ride 
down the foreroyal stay in a boat¬ 
swain’s chair and tar the stay, and 
w hon he had nearly completed his Job 
lie slipped from the chair overboard. 
Tho cry of “a man overboard" w f as 
raised, the w’heol was put dow*n. the 
ship came to the wind and aback w*ith 
out starting tack or sheet and laid 
quiet. 

By that time the boy was a mile to 
•lie windward, swimming and floating 
tightly on the water, as could be seen 
with tho spyglass from the poop. 

Upon the ship’s main hatch a light 
boat was stowed bottom up, which in 
a few moments was lifted over the 
side and lowered to the water, into 
W’hlch two sailors and the w*riter de¬ 
scended and pulled nwav to the res¬ 
cue. The boy had seen that the ship 
had hove aback, Wt*is a good swimmer 
and kept up his courage. We could 
soe him whon he and the boat rose 
upon the waves, and we were able to 
make our w*ay directly to the place 
where he w*as. 

We rowed up to the spot, pulled him 
into our boat etlll In fresh condition. 
And started back for the ship. On the 
way I Jokingly said to him: “You 
young lubber, what were you overboard 
here for?” He answered meekly and 
seriously, as though he had committed 
a crime against the discipline of the 
ship: “I couldn’t help It, sir.” I did 
not think that he could, although he 
had been more or less careless. 

He was taken back to the ship, the 
boat was hoisted In on deck, the yards 
were filled away and the ship kept 
upon her course again as though noth¬ 
ing unusual had taken place. Upon ar¬ 
rival at San Francisco the boy left 
tho ship with the rest of the crew anl 
I never heard from or of him there¬ 
after; but that he never forgot the ex¬ 
perience of that occasion it Is fair to 
presume. 

The third occurrence about to be re¬ 
lated happened In the Atlantic In the 
month of January, on the passage from 
Mobile to Liverpool, upon the last voy¬ 
age I made at sea. We were between 
the Grand Banks and Cape Clear, when 
a furious easterly gale was encountered 
wrhich backed to north and northwest 
with a very bad cross-sea. 

Our ship w-as hove to on the port tack 
and headed up well to the sea and 
pitched bow’s under, carrying away Jib- 
boom, fore topgallant mast, started 
stem, sprung bowsprit and started bow*- 
chocks and topgallant forecastle deck. 

J ucklly the disaster happened after 
light In the morning, and all h:»n js 
set to work to clear away the wreck¬ 
age. The Jlbboom. with a tangled mars 
of rigging and sails. w*as under the lee 
bow, and while officers and crew were 
trying to clmr It by a sudden lurch and 
pitch of the ship the first mate was 
tossed overboard. I was ncor at hand 
with a part of the foretopgallnnt clew*- 
line In my grasp, w’hlch was throwm to 
him: he caught It and was hauled In i 
on deck and his life was sav* i 
The water was icy cold and It was 
snowing at the time; he had on heavy 
clothing, and in all probability he w’ould 
have been drowned had not the rope 
held In my hand been thrown to him. 

He was much frightened, but not , 
otherwise injured, and at Liverpool he 
left the ship and took passage home by 
steamer, the fright he received, in my 
opinion, causing him to do so. 

In my sea experience I had seen men 
wnshed overboard and fall from aloft 
overboard to be drowned, fall from aloft 
t.t the deck to their death, but the three 
here mentioned were overboard and In 
great peril, and yet their lives were 
saved without Injury to themselves In 
the remarkable manner narrated.

BACK TO TH^ FARM. 

[Memphis Commercial Appeal ] 

There Is an Indiana editor who is go¬ 
ing to bury hlffiself upon his fruit farm 
because the city life Is disappointing. 
There is a Chicago doctor who is also 
to take himself to farm life, because 
the town is too strenuous. A New* York 
politician announces a like Intention, 
and a Boston banker follows suit by 
giving up his job and seeking the farm 
for comfort of mind and body. Every 
one of these “quitters’* In the game of 
life have made .much ado over the kill¬ 
ing pace of the city and the restful 
peace of the farm. But the question Is, 
will they find what they are looking 
for? 

Years and years ago Horace of Rome 
sang the Joys of the farm. But one 
day, seeing a young Roman exquisite 
sunning himself In front of a wine shop 
where the “bush w*as displayed” and 
being envksis of the youth's evident 
self-satisfaction and happiness, he de¬ 
termined to introduce "him to some of 
the miseries of life. Then and there 
the poet gave the city exquisite a farm, 
and the youth was delighted. He 
couldn’t make his “getaway” from 
Rome’s pavement^ !<*> quirk; for he 
thought he 6aw the simple life and 
sweet contentment for himself. But, 
alas, three - months thereafter, there 
burst in upon the poet’s retirement a 
wild and unkempt figure. It was the 
erstwhile city exquisite, now a farmer, 
but Intending to remain a fanner no 
longer. He threw the title deeds inno 
the poet’s twinkling eyes, and with a 
'“Tell with farming,” bounced out of 
the door, and was shortly lounging 
about the shop where they display the 
bush. 

It may be that present day slmple- 
llfe-seekers have knowledge of some 
way to minimize farm w'ork. so as to 
permit them time for doice far nlente, 
enjoyment; but the farmer hlrnself 
hasn’t yet been able to get next to the 
system. He knows that nature hasn’t 
passed any eight-hour laws for him, 
and that If any success, even of the 
moderate kind that sometimes comes 
to farmers. Is to be his, it is work and 
no play; work of body and mind and 
soul alone that will gain It. 

The farm may be a recuperating 
place for the generations, but this sort 
of recuperation is not hud through 
hours of ease, but rather through the 
loll that hardens the frame and 
strengthens the perceptions. The firm 
Is good for this, yes; but when folks 
seek It its a medium permitting Idle¬ 
ness they had better carry with them 
a pocket full of city money, otherwise 
they are likely to starve to death In 
more ways than for lack of broad.

Mike Button laid behind Convolo, who ast 
a hot pace for over a mile and them 
quit, but could not stall off tho determined 
rush of Pasadena. Lexollne was away 
bock in the early part of the race, but 
getting clear In the stretch, closed like a, 
whirlwind and would have parsed Mlko 
Button In the next Jump or tw'o. Still 
Alarm showed a lot of gamenese and stood 
the drive well. It wns ono of the best 
races ever run at the track and ten 
lengths would haw covered the distance 
that separated the first horse from the 
eleventh. 

The other races were all well contested. 
Gold proof allowing that he is In form 
again by beating a Held of good sprinters. 

Congressman Rhtnock, president of the 
Latonia Jockey Club, arrived from the 
East and stated that the directors would 
hold a meeting to-morrow at which It 
would be determined whether or not an 
extension would be asked for. It is the 
general opinion that a direct request to 
the commission will not be made, but the 
horsemen will request that the club be 
allowed more dates, and if the commls- 
s.on Is willing then Latonia will extend 
Its meeting. 

At present all lnterwtod claim that wnth 
tho Increased purses which nre given that 
the track is making no money and there 
docs not seem as though those who have 
their money Invested care much whether 
or not a meeting is held. 

Trueman was taken sick Just before the 
second race and the change In Jockey from 
him to L. Williams on W. K. Sinde caused 
a howl to go up from the bookies and the 
Judges declared all bets off. allowing twen¬ 
ty minutes for a new book. 8kule e price 
In the old book was 40.

Plerratt had an in¬ 
ternal hemhorrage and Is in a very dan¬ 
gerous condition. 

Crlmmlns was given a *25 fine by the 
Judges for rough riding In the fifth event. 
He had the mount on Goldproof and when 
passing Haselthorpo at the half-mile pole 
be crowded the AJvey Ally into the mil 
and shut her off. He w f as also warned to 
desist from such tactics.

Puzzling Plays In Baseball. 

There are two plays of such every-day 
occurrence on the tmsebdll diamond as to 
be recognized by all, which usually are 
made In entirely different ways without 
any known reason for the difference In 
execution, but with several good reasons 
w*hy there should be no such difference. 
When there Is a runner on first base \rith 
less than two out and the ball to batted 
either to shortstop or second baseman, 
the play to to force the runner at second, 
of course. The Inflelder who the ball 
to8ees it to the other ono, who is running 
to cover the bag. He tosses It so that the 
player who is covering gets it while on 
tho run and before he touches the hose as 
a rule, but when there are no base run¬ 
ners and the batsman hits to first base- 
man In such a way that the pitcher has 
to cover first base, the baseman toswes 
the ball toward first instead of toward 
tho pitcher, who to coming to the bag on 
the run. The question which has arisen 
In curious minds to why the first baseman 
in the latter nlay does not toss the ball 
so the pitcher can catch it whtle coming 
tow*ard first base. Just an Is done when 
the shortstop and second baseman make a 
similar play at second base, fflstead tbe 
first bagvmun now losses the ball toward 
the bag, sometimes holding It an lr.stant 
so as to time the arrival of the ball and 
the pitcher at first simultaneously. In 
consequence the pitcher has to do two 
things. He must catch the ball and step 
on the base at the same time. In order 
to do both It sometimes Is necessary for 
him to take his eyes off the ball to look 
for the base and he muffs tho hall In con¬ 
sequence. It would eliminate this element 
of chance if the first baseman would toss 
60 that the pitcher would catch it while 
on the run Then the pitcher could glance 
at first base before reaching It nnd be 
nure to step on the bug. With the present 
way of nmkltig the play often umpires 
nuuco mistakes because the hail, the 
pitcher and the runner arrive at first ba*o 
so nearly together If the ball is tossed 
to the pitcher before he gets to (he base 
then the umpire has only two thing* to 
look at. to roe whether the pitcher or run¬ 
ner hits tne base first. The way tho play 
usually Is made the umpire must see 
whether tho pitcher beats tho runner and 
also watch to see if the ball boat* the 
runner.

BILL SQUIRES PROVES 
ONE BIG FALSE ALARM 


SHERIDAN NOW THE 
ALL AROUND CHAMPION. 


Australian Champion Heavyweight Is Knocked Out In 
First Round By Tommy Burns. 


KNOCKED DOWN WITHIN TEN SECONDS 


Man From the Antipodes 
Displays Little Skill In 
the Ring. 


RIGHT TO JAW DOES WORK. 


CBOWD OF 9,000 PEOPLE SORELY 
DISAPPOINTED OVER OUT- 
COBLE OF BOUT. 


PROMINENT MEN PRESENT. 


S AN FRANCISCO. Cal.. Jwly 4— 
Bill Squire*, the much-heralded 
champion of Australia, succumbed 
to the blow of a Canadian flat at 
Colma to-day. after he had been in the 
ring two minutes with Tommy Bums. 
The men who wltneased the brief engage¬ 
ment between the two puglllata were 
charitable enough not to call hJm a "dub, 
They deelgnated him a "false alarm” who 
had been pitted agalnet a fourth-rate 
fighter. 

To say that 9.000 persona who Jour¬ 
neyed out to Colma to witness tho fight 
were disappointed would be putting It too 
mildly. It was a hot day and tho Jour¬ 
ney to Colma was a disagreeable one. 
Hundreds of persons came from other 
States to nee the great fight of the Anti¬ 
podes battle with the heavyweight cham¬ 
pion of the United States, and anticipa¬ 
tion wnj» keyed up to the highest point. 
From the standpoint of the average spec¬ 
tator. the outcome would have been 
amusing If leas effort had been required 
to reach the arena. 

The fight was practically ended the mo¬ 
ment the gong sounded for the men to ad¬ 
vance to the center of the ring. That the 
defenelve skill of the Australian was ex¬ 
ceedingly poor was speedily attested for 
In ten seconds, he was prone upon the 
mat. A well-directed right from Burns’ 
fist struck him full upon the Jaw. It did 
pot have force enough behind It to give 
Squlror his quietus, and after taking the 
count of four he arose In a wobbly fash¬ 
ion and rushed at Bums. The two came 
into a clinch immediately, but were quick¬ 
ly separated In the center of the ring by 
big Jim Jeffries, the referee. Bums lost 
no time In following up the advantage he 
had gained so early. Out shot the dan¬ 
gerous right again and a second time the 
champion of Australia was on the canvas 
with the undefeated champion of the 
world standing over him slowly calling off 
the seconds. 

But the end was not yet. Squires evi¬ 
dently had some staying powers In the 
face of the punishment admLnatered to 
him. and he rose up weakly and slowly 
while Jeffries held back Bums until Ns 
adversary was In position to defend him¬ 
self. But Squires had little defense left. 
The terrific rights to tho Jaw hod ac¬ 
complished the result, and the men wen* 
barely on the position agnin when the 
champion resumed his telling aggressive 
campaign- Bums landed where and when 
he pleased, and In a ferw seconds, under 
the rain of blows, the arms of the Aus¬ 
tralian dropped in a helpless fashion by 
his side. Then the finish to the fight came. 
Burne deliberately selected his mark, and 
with all of the power that was lodged In 
his shoulders, he sent his right to the 
point of the Jaw. 

It seemed almost a needless ta*k for 
Jeffries to go through the formality of 
counting the man out. There was not a 
spectator in the arena that did not roUlze 
that the fight wos over, and a rush was 
made to the ring to congratulate the vic¬ 
tor. The fight lasted exactly two min¬ 
ute* and eight seconds. 

The fight proved nothing more than 
tihat Squires was a muoh overrated min. 
Bums, while demonstrating his immeas¬ 
urable speriorlty over the Australian, did 
not demonstrate whether or not he Is 
actually entitled to the high pugllletlc 
tttle that has been bestowed upon him. 

When Squires was seen after the fight 
he said that he had been led to believe 
that Bums was not a "knocker out" He 
had been told that Bums did not pos- 
ims the strength to put a man to sleep 
with a few blows, and this belief had 
made him careless at the beginning of the 
contest that resulted in the early blow 
to the Jaw that dozed him. 

Burns said: "I saw the moving pictures 
of Squire* In training which were- placed 
on exhibition. When I saw how he car¬ 
ried himself and how he acted I knew 
that I would not have any difficulty In 
defeating him. I went into the ring with 
the fullest confidence that I would be 
the winner." 

The receipts were far beyond expecta¬ 
tion. The enclosure was crowded, and It 
is estimated that tho proceeds were be¬ 
tween $26,060 and $27,000. Burns earned 
$18,000 by his victory—the $10,000 aide bet 
and his $8,000 guarantee. Squires takes 
84 per cent, of the gross receipts. 

BEFORE THE BATTLE. 


Famous Sporting Men Witness Bcut 
—Jeffries Still Popular—Other 

Gossip. 

Fight Arena, Ocean View. Cal.. July 4. 
—A warm, beautiful day greeted the en¬ 
thusiasts who traveled out to Ocean View 
to §>e the international prize fight be¬ 
tween Bill Squires, of Australia, and 
Tommy Burns, of Canada. The arena was 
opened at 11 o’clock, and by noon 4,000 
people had entered the enclosure. All 
along Mission street was a proceaslon of 
automobiles, busses, street cars, express 
wagons, bicycles and pedestrians on their 
way to see the fight. A few women 
braved the gaze of thousands of men and 
occupied seats close to the ring side. The 
fight has aroused unusual interest.■ 
Squires was an unknown quantity ht^re. 
a*id there was a great deal of curiosity 


to know what the man from Australia 
could do. Burns* record Is pretty well 
known, and while he has never been 
rated as a top-notcher in the heavy 
weight division, he Is noted as a fast, ng 
gresslve fighter. Men Interested In the 
sporting game are present from all parts 
of the country. 

The Nevada mining camps contributed 
a large crowd and many others came 
from Los Angeles. San Jose. Sacramento, 
Salt Lake and Denver. Those who cam** 
early brought their lunches and picnicked 
in the open. The hot sun was tempered 
by a cool breeze from the ocean. The 
ring was pitched In the center of the 
enclosure, and was covered with dark 
brown canvas, so as not to reflect too 
severely the hot rays of the sun, 

The arena Is'located Just outside the 
county line, and Is In San Mateo county 
where the regulations as to gambling are 
not so stringent as In San Francisco. For 
several blocks lining the road leading to 
the enclosure booths had been established 
whore various games of chance were In 
full swing. The pea and shell, chuck-a- 
luck, Klondike, roulette and numerous 
other devices designated to separate the 
unwary from hip money were in full op¬ 
eration. In the arena men carrying clink 
Ing handfuls of gold and rolls of green 
backs wandered through tho crowd offer¬ 
ing even money that Burns would not 
lost ten rounds, and 10 to 9 that Squires 
would win.

By this time nearly every seat 
In the arena was occupied and people 
were pouring in. It whs an orderly, good 
natured crowd, and each celebrity as he 
marched down the aisle was given a 
good-natured cheer. 

Billy Jordan, as usual, acted as master 
of ceremonies, and did the announcing.

Putting wholly aside that relation 
which proverbially exists between 
smoke and fire, this article assume., that 
there is no friction between the United 
States and Japan. But since there are 
many to assert that a conflict lies with¬ 
in the easy range of possibility, and as 
the navies of the two Powers would In 
all certainty bear the initial brunt of 
such encounter. It may be Interesting 
to cast up the relative naval strength 
of the two Powers and see wherein the 
advantage might rest. 

Just now this country has a prepon 
derance of naval strength. But that 
strength Is mostly assembled on this 
side of the world, and with most of the 
seven seas washing between It and the 
Mikado’s faraway fleet. And contiguous 
to the mailed squadrons of the Rising 
Bun are those remote possession* of 
ours, the Philippines and the Hawaiian 
Islands. 

I had rather." said Napoleon, "see 
the English on the heights of Mont¬ 
martre than occupying Malta.’’ The 
English occupied Malta and he died a 
British captive at St. Helena. 

In one respect the Philippines and 
the Hawaiian Islands are to this coun. 
try to-day what Malta was then to 
France. And there Is no well-informed 
military or naval officer who doubts 
but that Japan could not 9?lze both, 
and possession of them would have an 
Immeasurable advantage, as their loss 
would deprive this country of bases of 
supplies, coaling stations and that big 
dry dock which was recently towed to 
Manila, Itself a great asset In war. 

One thing is certain. If Japan means 
to force a war on this country’ she must 
do it before the completion of the Pan¬ 
ama canal, for after that waterway Is 
cut she must needs be Infinitely more 
powerful than she Is at present to wage 
successful conflict with America. 

But the completion of the canal is 
name years distant. To get back to the 
present. Owing to the fact that 
made such short work of the Czar’s 
warships, It Is popularly supposed that 
Japan has a very superior navy. The 
Mikado’s navy Is doubtless all right. 
But competent observers who have fol- v 
lowed the Russo-Japaneae war testify 
that It was not so much the excellence 
of Japanese preparedness, tactics and 
gunnery’ that won as It was the ab¬ 
sence of these qualities on the Russian 
side. 

"If Japan." said one of these to the 
writer, "ever goes against a flr?t-class 
naval Power she will And the differ¬ 
ence. It was not so much what the 
Japs did as what the Russians didn't 
do." 

Matched, ship with ship. America 
could look with utmost complacency 
upon the outcome. But there Is 
a time-worn adage about being 
first on the spot with a superior 
force. In our Atlantic fleet we have 
now a battleship armade that could un¬ 
doubtedly destroy all of Japan’s navy 
were the war declared to-morrow and 
this fleet In striking distance, with its 
bases of supplies and Its coaling sta¬ 
tions handy. But does anyone doubt 
that Japan would instantly seize the.se 
stations were this fleet to be ordered 
to the East?

AS A WOMAN SEES IT.

The old-fashioned and the new-faoh- 
Icmed ways of spending the rummer 
make study In contrast*—whiTe New 
Yorkers are concerned, at any rate. 

To begin with, the word '‘vacation*' 
1* now politely Ignored, except, indeed, 
by the youngsters uot yet out of school 
or college. Among even the merely 
well to do “Where do you spend the 
rummer?” has taken the place of 
"Where do you spend your vacation?” 

The old-fashioned way was to stick 
pretty closely to New York except in 
midsummer, and then to moke an event 
oi the vacation, on which occasion the 
amount of money per capita that 
changed hands was, compared with the 
amount whJch now changes hands on a 
like occasion, surprisingly small. 

“We \vere a family of five—father, 
mother and ttyree children, the young- 
gest myself, aged sixteen—and we 
went away for nearly three months one 
summer which I particularly remem¬ 
ber, because my sister, two years older, 
bechime engaged before the summer 
was over. It cost $2,000. Father was 
■ peaicing of the cost the other day." 

It was a woman of fifty who made 
this statement. Her son. aged twenty- 
two, paid $10,000 for a motor car the 
other day, and he Is engaged to be mar¬ 
ried to a girl who* if she has spent a 
cent, has spent $2,000 on new summer 
bats, parasoh* and knickknacks to 
match for the season of 1907. Her 
gowns are a side issue—a much more 
oostly issue. 

"Father's remark was the outcome of 
a conversation with his nephew, a mid¬ 
dle-aged man of •wealth, who owns a 
finely appointed steam yacht, but who 
wishes to sell it and get another with 
accommodations for storing & large 
automobile." 

The woman of fifty made tho point 
also that when she was sixteen the 
American owners of yachts were very 
few, the automobile had not arrived, 
the New Yorkers who owned country 
places were far from plentiful. Said 
she: 

"Our way of spending the summer 
was quite different then. Tho Arst- 
cUias summer hotel was more*hlghly re¬ 
spected by New Yorkers thirty-four 
years ago than It Is now. when fushlon 
expects that any one who Is anybody 
must have a country house as well as a 
city headquarters. 

"I often wiah It wasn't like that. I 
wish that when I want to shed the 
cares of housekeeping for a few months 
I wasn’t obliged to go to Europe. Were 
I to take my family to a summer hotel 
on this side of tho water and settle 
down there for three months or so my 
friends would imagine I was getting 
orozy. / 

"But when I was sixteen It was dif¬ 
ferent. Some of New York’s most aris¬ 
tocratic families when they closed their 
city house went directly to a hotel; 
others were even to he found at flrst- 
crfcss country boarding-houses/ dread¬ 
ful as the thought is now. 

"The particular summer I speak of 
we were at Saratoga—the Saratoga of 
the old days, when It was really fash¬ 
ionable because It did have to compete 
with Newport. Bar Harbor. Southamp¬ 
ton. Tuxedo and other cottage cohmles, 
and we left town ab>ut the middle of 
June and got back early In September— 
an outing longer than the average, 
which was from July 1 to September 
1. Comparatively few New York men 
of that day could tokf long vacations, 
and the sailing lists of a season were 
not much longer, it seems to Jne, than 
the sailing lists of one day is now. 

"All this affected the .'dative cost of 
the summer outing, of course. My 
husband says that there woo plenty of 
rr«l yachting for sport among the 
wealthier class then, more in eomparl- 
con to the size of the population than 
there \h to-dav, for he doesn't call a 
steam y ichl sporty. He i*.ya ft is only 
m small steamboat, and, as most of 


them are managed now*, a sort of float¬ 
ing hotel. 

"And it Is true that the owner of a 
steam yacht always sets about planning 
house parties on board early in the sea¬ 
son. 1 was amused at my cousin tho 
other day bocatitoe of the difficulty he 
was having In getting a complement of 
guests to his liking. 

“Eut sporty or not. the steam yacht 
counts tremendously in the cost of a 
summer outing. The $2,000 which fa¬ 
ther says covered the com of our fam¬ 
ity outing thirty-four years ago sim¬ 
ply represented the outlay for board, 
traveling expenses and carriage hire. 
We did not tuke up our own carriage 
and horses. The latter were sent to a 
farm to resn and the coachman got u 
vacation. 

“We could hire fine turnouts at com¬ 
paratively moderate expense Where we 
were, and our other social enjoyments 
cost even less. 

“A good many of our own set were 
at the Springs, but it waw not the fash¬ 
ion to give each other a dinner party 
every night or h luncheon every day. 
for the reason, probably, that we met 
often enough in the same dining room 
and on the same piazzas. My mother 
really hod a re*t from social cares, and 
we girls had a delightful time, and 
without losing social prestige, either. 

“I didn't have so many or so expen¬ 
sive go wife as my nieces have now, 
nor did my mother’s clothes cost prob¬ 
ably a quarter as much as mine have 
cost This season so far. In fact, one 
of the main differences between fthe 
old and the new style summer outing Is 
in the mutter of women's clothes. I 
am quite sure I wore pretty gowns 
when. I was young, but they would 
never do for a young woman of corre¬ 
sponding^ social position to wear at a 
fashionable watering place. I am speak¬ 
ing. of course, of the watering phace 
where ooDtuge life is a feature. 

"It costs my oousin from $6,000 to $10,- 
C00 a month to rtin his yacht and enter¬ 
tain his guests while the yacht is In 
commission; and the two summer 
homes he owns, one near Nov.* York, 
the other at a watering place, are kepi 
up at a cost of from $15,000 to $18,000 
for the season^ the expense varying 
according to the entertainments he 
gives. To go into the clothes bills of his 
wife Is to multiply by at least five the 
doth** bills of my mother for her Sara¬ 
toga season. 

“A friend of mine and her husband 
snlled yesterday for England, to be¬ 
gone unttl September 1. Thirty years 
ago. under like circumstances, their 
country place not far from New York 
would have been cloned and left In 
charge of a couple of caretakers. But 
they have done nothing of the sort. The 
chef, the head butler and five women 
servants from the Now York house are 
left in charge, and the coachman, sec¬ 
ond man and force of gardeners are 
also drawing full pay while the family 
is absent. Practically the house is 
open and a distant relative puts In an 
appearance occasionally and stays a 
couple of nights to see that matters 
are going on smoothly. 

“This expense Is maintained by tho 
owners so that they can return at a 
moment's notice or no notice at all and 
find a perfectly appointed home ready 
to step Into. To do this sort of thing 
adds a good many thousands to the cost 
of the summer outing, but It is the sort 
of thing that the modem Now \orker 
does und Is expected to do. 

“To some extent* the simple life or 
one phase of It is mure faahlonable now 
limn w'hen I was a girl. 1 refer to tho 
habit of establishing a camp In our 
groat woods and spending a few weeks 
there at a certain time of year. It 
oounda wholesome and primitive, and 
it Is. But It cannot be done without 
spending large sums of money for tho 
reo<*on that the campers Invariably 
take along a high priced force of serv¬ 
ants and o. full completoinent of Im¬ 
ported clothes for the women folks. 

"Tho day is passed when the summer 
outing of a New York family of social 
prominence may be ‘accomplished at a 
cost of $2,000 barring clothes. 

“And yet I don’t see that we hav© 
any better time now than we ever 
had."

Dorothy Tyler Wins a Race L^ke 
Heroine of Melodranut.

Before thousands of spectators at to¬ 
day’s meet of the July Joplin Racing find 
Fair Association. Dorothy Tyler, thirteen 
years old. the daughter of Dr. R. B. Ty- 
lyer. who once was Mayor of the city, 
rode Black Mnren in a quarter-mile dash 
and won the race handily, the scratches 
having reduced the starters to three. 

The contest In which the girl hide was 
the first on the card. Attired dn blue 
bloomers, boots, blouse and blue dap. her 
long hair flying loose, the girl handled 
the spirited sprinter with the assurance 
and skill of a veteran Jockey during the 
confusion of tho scoring. In the flnul 
getaway she cleverly reined Into the post 
at the earliest moment possible, and held 
the lead all the way. doing the quarter in 
:24 fiat 

The girl Jockey rode throughout like 
one long trained in the service. Never for 
a moment was there the slightest trace of 
fear or nervousness. / 

When the race started she dropped 
down upon the neck of Black MarOn and 
applied the whip and spur for the en¬ 
tire distance, the men Jockeys following 
her driving furiously to overcome the 
lead she had gained. 

The girl’s light brown hair, fulling to 
her waist, streamed backward, snapping 
In the breeze, but there was no faltering 
of the steady, stiff rein on the flying 
steed she rode, and she drove for time 
as well as for first place In the race. 

"Will 1 win?’* she said to-day before 
the race In answer to a nuostion us to 
wliat she thought of her chances. “You 
bet I’ll win. I’m Just aching for the bugle 
to call our race. My horse is tho ben 
of the lot. I’m as good a rider as any 
of the Jockeys, so why shouldn’t I pass 
the grand stand first? I own the horse 
I am racing, so therefore I’m more inter¬ 
ested In the outcome than a hired Jockey. 
Block Maren loves me. and he will do or 
die to-day.” 

Dorothy Tyler, although only thirteen 
years old. is wonderfully developed as a 
result of years of outdoor exercise and 
participation in the sports generally ab¬ 
horred by girls. From Infancy *nc has 
been devoted to horses. Inheriting from 
her father, once a noted horseman, a love 
for equine friends. 

For severnl years she has ridden, al¬ 
ways astride, and she Is of tun seen can¬ 
tering about the city. Miss Dorothy's 
tastes are largely masculine, and the sim¬ 
pler and less strenuous pastimes that ap¬ 
peal to girls have never attracted her. 

When she announced her determination 
to ride In to-day’s racing event Dr. Tvler 
did not strongly oppose her. For the last 
three weeks she spent much of her time 
at the racecourse and paddock looking 
after the condition of Black Maren and 
having dally tryouts.

HITT, AND HARRIMAN AMONG 
THOSE HARD HIT. 


THEIR LINES LARGE LOSERS.

Within the last six months the mar¬ 
ket value of securities dealt In on the 
New York Stock Exchange has shrunk 
substantially $2,000,000,000. With this 
enormous depreciation there Is blueness 
in Wall street and a shrinkage In the 
fortunes of the rich throughout the 
country. New York has suffered acute¬ 
ly from the loss In values, and multi¬ 
millionaires on paper have been re¬ 
duced to modest fortunes of $300,000 or 
$400,000. 

The financiers of New York and their 
allies among the rich have been the 
worst hit. Tho speculative railroad 
presidents ami managers who bought 
on margin securities of their own and 
other companies, intending by market 
manipulations, increases in dividends, 
etc., to reap wealth without showing 
endeavor, are among the big losers. 

• • • 

Best of Stocks Tumble. 

Tho most substantial of railroad 
stocks and the best of industrials have 
melted In market price to an extent 
never before equaled. 

One illustration may be found in 
Chicago and Northwestern railroad 
stock, a security always recognized as 
one of superior Investment value and 
generally owned by wealthy men and 
wealthy estates. The market price of 
the capital stock, comparing the high 
mid the low of this year, shows a 
shrinkage of 67 4 points. <fr a loss.In 
the market value of the stbek of $6i,- 
280,000. 

That Is a so-called Vanderbilt stock, 
though It has never been known as a 
speculative one. Distribute the loss 
over the relatively limited number of 
shareholders and It become* apparent 
that a great many rich men have rea¬ 
son to feel "poor." Even the preferred 
stock has shrunk thirty-four points, or 
over $7,000,000.

Hill and Harriman Lines Hard Hit. 


But in the groups of railroad issues 
the Hill shares take the lead in mar¬ 
ket value losses. 

Great Northern. Northern Pacific and 
the ore certificates of the Great North¬ 
ern show a total shrinkage, high and 
low prices compared, of $229,171,000. 

Chicago, Minneapolis, St. Paul and 
St. Louis furnish rich men with heavy 
lassos in these Hill stocks. A few Chi¬ 
cagoans were especially heavy losers, 
and among others the former Gtd.es 
following was conspicuous. James J. 
Hill knew that his roads were earning 
much money, that times were good, and 
the outlook promising. Therefore there 
was much buying of Hill stocks and 
price boosting by coteries of speculat¬ 
ors In the Shares. A shrinkage of $29.- 
000,000 in tho market value stands as 
the monument of the wisdom of buying 
those HHl securities, 

Mr. Harriman and his two railroads. 
Southern Pacific and Union Pacific, 
made a handsome total shrinkage of 
$191,562,000, high and low' prices com¬ 
pared. Union Pacific declined 6214 
points, meanwhile paying 10 per cent, 
dividend.

M. Lalemant believes that the vain* tf 
a parrot Is greater If It can be sold In 
more than one country, and so, by teach¬ 
ing tits birds four languages, he hopus to 
make them acceptable In four countries. 
M. Lalemant says that his pupils n« ver 
confuse two languages, but Unfortunately 
they take three months to learn tho rudi¬ 
ments of each. Three months to be able 
to suy "The pen of my uncle’s son" in 
four languages I* a long time. But. though 
woariaotne work, the teaching is profit- 
oa>ie. for each pupil pays from £2 fo». to 
£3 a month to *>e Installed as boarder ut 
this ultra-modern academy. 


Stockholders of 'the Atchison railroad 
got off with a loss of $37,000,000, w’hlle 
Baltimore and Ohio shareholders have 
witnessed a shrinkage of $36,700,000. 

The preferred and common stocks of 
the United Suites Steel Corporation are 
w idely distributed. The extreme shrink¬ 
age in the two Issues amounted to over 
$156,000,000. The loss in point*, how¬ 
ever, ’was not so great, being 19 on the 
common nnd 16*4 on the preferred. 

The Standard Oil Company share¬ 
holders experienced a severe jolt, with 
a shrinkage of $68,810,000. The Amal¬ 
gamated Copper Company, which is 
owned by Standard Oil Interests, lost In 
market value something over $66,500,- 
000. 

Pullman Company shares had a mod¬ 
est decline of $31,135,000, while Penn¬ 
sylvania railroad stock, a standard se¬ 
curity. lost in market value $85,000,000. 
New York Central railroad stock de¬ 
clined $47,000,000. And thus the losses 
run through the list. 

• • • 

No Apparent Reason For Decline. 


The heaviest declines were made on 
March 13, 14, March 20 and 25. But the 
big fall in prices came March 13 and 
March 24. 

With no apparent reason the market 
for all these securities began to sell 
lower on March 13. As the prices de¬ 
clined persons who hud money bor¬ 
rowed, with the stocks as collateral se¬ 
curity, were forced to pay their loans. 
They could only pay tiheir loans by 
selling the stocks at »the best price they 
could get. Then when t>eople who 
wanted to buy saw' 'the sellers were In 
a panic, they held off. waiting for lower 
prices, and this prevented the market 
receiving any support. The result was 
an absolute wiping out of fortunes 
ranging from $1,000,000 to $10,000,000.

Rail Laws Stop Recovery. 


Thart there has been no better re¬ 
covery from the low prices than now 
obtains can be said to b«* due to the 
shock given security holders by rail¬ 
road legislation In the different States 
and by the general feeling against cor¬ 
porations. 

The men In New York who make and 
manipulate market* for securities have 
been the most greatly disturbed by the 
events mentioned. nn<l consequently 
have been wanting the courage, and 
also the means, to take advantage of 
the price of their stocks. 

In the appended list of railroad and 
industrial stocks the railroads show .i 
shrinkage of $1,361,505,000, while the 
Industrial llfdt presented shrunk $609.- 
991.000. 

The previous fall In securities was 
In 1903. Then the shrinkage compared 
with the high prices of the previous 
year w*«s $1,766,799,000. The shrinkage 
• *f stocks, for 1907, covering substan¬ 
tially the same lint as for 1903, show'9 
a loss, therefore, of $204,697,000 great¬ 
er than was shown on the occasion of 
the last p revious panic. _ 

SWARMING BEES ON 

SLEEPING BOY. 


[Somerset (Pa.) Dispatch to Philadelphia 
North American.] 

Apparently to match the remarkable 
weather there have been many remark¬ 
able stories of the varieties of bees In 
their annual swarmlngs, but the oldest 
to date comes from Mill Run. near Ad¬ 
dison. Somerset county, where members 
of the Frazee family hold a reputation 
as apiarists. 

Hiram Fraze© came home from work 
In a field last week, and on a bench in 
the apiary yard he saw his nine-year- 
old son fast asleep. From head to foot 
the youngster was covered with bees to 
the depth of several inches, it seemed, 
but IT* slept on. 

Afraid to awaken the boy lest he an¬ 
ger the bees nnd be stung to death, 
Frnzee looked sharply and round thu 
queen bee, whom the others had fol¬ 
lowed from the hive. He carefully re- 
movud her. put her In the hive, and 
within five minutes the other bees fol¬

PITTMAN NOW CHARGES HIS 
WIFE WITH STEALING MONEY. 


The f national holiday was appropri¬ 
ately observed in New Albany yester¬ 
day. All the banks and public offices 
were closed and there was a general 
cessation of business, the town being 
almost deserted by noon. Scores of 
family picnics were held within driv¬ 
ing* dlstunce of the city, the picnickers 
starting for the woods during the early 
morning hours, while the few that re¬ 
mained enjoyed themselves by explod. 
Ing firecrackers and other symbols of 
the "Glorious Fourth." The lid was on 
securely and the police had n-othlng to 
do but patrol the deserted streets, 
there being no evidence that eve.t the 
side doors were being surreptitiously 
used. 

At Glen wood park a great crowd, 
estimated at 5,000 people, gathered to 
enjoy an old-fashloaved outing given by 
New Albany Lodge of Elks. Nearly 
every form of amusement wus provided 
and the visitor that went away unsat¬ 
isfied must have been extremely hard to 
please. In the morning a game of 
baseball was played between the Bach¬ 
elors and Benedicts, the teams being 
made up cf nearly two-score of players, 
members of the lodge and representa¬ 
tive business men, more expert at mak¬ 
ing money than home runs or stopping 
hot linens. They played until they 
were tired and when the scene stood 
7 to 7, the game closed. In the after¬ 
noon and at night two good perform¬ 
ances were given in the theater by a 
number of profcsalonals am! pro¬ 

fessionals belonging to the lodge. A 
typical Fourth of July oration was de¬ 
livered by the Hon. M. C. Thornton, 
representative from Floyd county In 
the last Indiana legislature. Mr. 
Thornton's addross was both logical 
and eloquent and well received. 

Claims Shooting Was Accidental. 

An unusual accident that might have 
resulted disastrously occurred yester¬ 
day morning ut New Albany.

1418 East Spring street, on the arm. 
Mt?-s Hnrnmn was taken back to ihe 
city, where the shot was extracted ijom 
her cheek by Dr. Weathers, while 
Minch's Injury was not sufficiently se¬ 
vere tO require surgical attention. R’to. 
sell was arrested by Patrolmen deers 
and Spence on a charge of assault and 
battery and gave bond for his appear¬ 
ance to answer. The occurrence 
caused considerable excitement In the 
vicinity of Green and State streeU and 
threats were made of lynching the ne¬ 
gro until the facts were ascertained. 

Horse Was Killed. 

L. W. Endrls, who Uvea southwest of 
New Albany on the Budd road, had n 
narrow escape from serious Injury, If 
not death, near New Albany Wednes¬ 
day night. He was driving from the 
city In a wagon loaded with beer and 
Ice and attempted to cross the South¬ 
ern railway track at Its Intersection 
with the road In front of the approach¬ 
ing passenger train. He miscalculated 
his distance from the engine, which 
struck the horse, killing the animat and 
carrying it with the shafts; leaving the 
vehicle with the frightened driver on 
the 9 eot beside the road not damaged 
In the least.

BY LIFE-SAVERS 


SAVE YACHT FROM DANGEROUS 
FALLS. 


CATCH BOY AS HE SINKS FOR 
THIRD TIME. 


JUST IN THE NICK OF TIME. 


Uncle Sam's Life Savers made two 
heroic rescues yesterday afternoon. 
Beside saving the gasoline yacht. Sir 
Htron, valued at $660. with four peo¬ 
ple on board, from drifting on the 
treacherous rocks in the Falls of the 
Ohio by towing it safely through, they 
rescued a seventeen-year-old boy from 
drowning. It was about 3:30 p. m. 
when the Sir Huoil which came down 
from Vevay. Ind., left anchor with 
Misses Ollle Stewart and Maud Prln- 
dule, of Indianapolis, and Henry Kor 
and George Wilson, of Vevay, Ind., 
aboard. About fifteen minutes later tlu: 
lookout at the life-saving stition saw 
the yacht drifting into the middle 
chute and onto the falls. 

Realizing th e necessity of immediate 
action and the peril of those on board, 
Capt. William Devan sent two boats 
with three men in each, practically the 
entire crow, to the scene. Both boats 
were made fast to the Sir Huon, and 
with the combined power of the two 
boats the yacht w.is towed to the In¬ 
diana chute and to safe waters. There 
one of the boats left the yacht, wbMe 
the other continued to tow it through 
the fa IB. 

When they were close to the foot of 
the falls. nt*r New Albany someone 
was heard to cry that a boy was 
drowning. Tha Bfe-savers saw the 
iboy and knew thut they must act at 
ontce If they hoped to save him. For¬ 
tunately, one of them hal a knife lying 
on. the seat of the boat beeide him and 
he Immediately cut the rope attached to 
the yacht and with all possible haste 
they rowed to the boy. 

As he was going down for the last 
time Llfeisaver John GLMooly reached 
out and gr.isped t«h»* drowning youth 
by the hair and pulled him Into the 
boat and to safety. The boy's name 
was Syral Clark He lives near New' 
Albany and Is seventeen years of age. 
Clark, who wus unable to swim, had 
boon in bathing and got into deep 
water. If the life-savers had waited to 
urttle the knot off the rope which at¬ 
tached them to the yacht they would 
have been several seconds too late 
and could not have rescued the boy. 
They roached Clark rods ahead of a 
skiff which was much nearer and was 
also coming to the rescue. 

Without o-ther aoeJdcnts they went 
through the fall® and returned, by way 
off the canal, to the Life-saving Station. 

Her Case Continued. 

Lula Pfeiffer, who was arrested Sat¬ 
urday on a charge of grand larceny, 
was presented In the Police Court yes¬ 
terday and her case continued until to¬ 
day.

USE LONG ROUTES 


To Take Prisoners To Penal 
Institutions. 


INDIANA GOING AFTER SOME 
OF HER SHERIFFS. 


TROUBLE IN JEFFERSONVILLE 
OVER TAX ASSESSMENT. 


MR. BECK WRITES A CARD. 


Sheriff John S. Pornett, of Jefferson¬ 
ville. and the oither ninety-one Sheriffs 
of Indiana will receive a letter to-day 
or to-morrow from the State Auditor. 
John C. Billheimcr, asking that he be 
notified at once as to the route taken 
to the Indiana Reformatory In Jeffer¬ 
sonville or the State Prison in Michi¬ 
gan City lp delivering prisoners w’ho 
have been convicted in tho several 
courts. A similar request is made as 
to making trips to the Indiana Boys’ 
School at Plainfield, the Indiana Girls* 
School and the Indiana Women's Prison 
at Indianapolis. 

There is a feeling at the Auditor’s 
office that the State lias been getting 
the warm end of it In the way of the 
mileage that is charged up and thei^e is 
to be a system of short routes adopted. 
Under the law the Sheriffs aro allowed 
four cents a mile for themselves, dep¬ 
uties and prisoners, while the rate un¬ 
der an act of tne last Legislature Is 
only two cents a mile, w'hlch makes a 
clear profit of tw*o cents a mile on the 
prisoner, w'ho goes only one way. and 
four cents on the round-trip for the 
Sheriff or his deputy. For going to the 
Indiana Reformatory Sheriff Pemett 
gets fifteen cents, but Sheriffs from 
the northern end of the State get more 
than that many dc^lars?. as does Sheriff 
Pemett in going to Michigan City. 

The letter asks that the number of 
miles In going to the severul institu¬ 
tions be given. This is for the purpose 
of having Information at hand to check 
up the Sheriffs when their accounts 
come In and to see w'ho Is using longer 
routes than necessary. So far as Sheriff 
Pemett is concerned, there is pmctl- 
cally but one way to get to Michigan 
City, and that is the shortest. The let¬ 
ter also calls attention to a ruling of 
the State Auditor In reference to send¬ 
ing two deputies with one prisoner 
when one officer would bo enough and 
charging the State an unnecessary 
mileage. In regard to the last Item the 
letter says: 

"In this connection I would state 
that unless you have more than one 
prisoner it is a rule *)f this office not 
to allow for an attendant In conveying 
a prisoner to a penal Institution, unless 
your voucher Is accompanied by an or¬ 
der from the Judge trying the prisoner 
stating that the prisoner is a dangerous 
character and unsafe for one man to at¬ 
tempt to deliver alone. Of course. If 
you have more than one prisoner you 
are entitled to an attendant without the 
order." 


ASSESSMENTS ATTACKED. 


Assistant Beck Now Asks All To 
Bequest a Reduction. 

Stephen A. Douglas Beck, who was a 
deputy assessor during the spring list- 
ng of property for taxation, ha« gene 
11 fbi print in Jeffereonville In defease 
of hlni 4 K*lf, there having been a groat 
deal of complaint of the high valuation 
he placed on much of the property he 
listed. It was supposed he was doing 
this with the knowledge and co-opera¬ 
tion of William Prinz, township asses, 
sor, under whom Beck was working, 
but on© hlA cards shows to the con¬ 
trary. In this he says he nas learned 
that the township assessor has reduced 
the assessment of one of the largest 
taxpayers in Jeffersonville, who Is 
named in tho card, 100 per cent on the 
valuation placed upon ft by Beck, who 
says what he assessed him at was too 
k)w\ 

"I now appeal to you." Beck says in 
his card, "to go before the Board of 
Review' and demand a reduction. I will 
have the names of others that have 
been reduced, also. I got many people 
to assess ail their property at fair 
cash value on the promise to get ev¬ 
erybody equal and did so. But I find 
these changes, so the only thing I can 
do Is to make it public in time." 

In another curd he soundly berates 
the Louisville and Southern Indiana 
Traction Company and the United Gas 
find Eilectric Company because repre¬ 
sentatives of the two corporations went 
before the Board of Review to object 
to the valuation placed on the property 
by Beck. He says he had to go to 
New Albany to see the presi¬ 
dents of the corporations, but 
he thought so little of the 
law that Beck was sent to the 
superintendents of the concerns. 
From there he w*as sent to the attor¬ 
ney for the corporation, he says, ho 
in turn referring him to counsel in Jef¬ 
ferson vllle. From there, he says, he had 
to go back to New* Albany, where he 
was refused the Information he sought, 
and was at last compelled to fix the 
valuation to suit himself. In closing 
his card of a column In length. Beck 
says: "If the people will forgive me I 
will not take the Insmlts of these good 
people again unless l have to." which 
tot looked upon ns a very logical con¬ 
clusion.

ported.) Appeal from Graves Circuit

First—ItttllroadH—Injury to Passenger— 
Jumping on Moving Train—Right of Re¬ 
covery.—C. reached the depot Just os the 
train was starting. Ho obtained a ticket, 
and ran after and caught the bars and 
tried to get on, hut his feet missed the 
steps and he was left swinging to the 
bars. A flagman saw him and went In 
and pulled tne bell cord, but it being out 
of order did not notJfiv the engineer. The 
flagmun and another employe tried to pull 
him on the moving train, but could not 
do so. and finally he fell and was Injured 
for which he tiled suit for damages. 
Held, although he had purchased a ticket 
for the train with the Intention of going 
upon It. he had no right to run and Jump 
upon it when it was In rapid motion. 

Second—Placed in P* rll—Negligence of 
Another- Emergency Act—Care Required. 
—The rule Is that when n person has been 
placed in a position of peril by the negli¬ 
gence of another and must act In an 
emergency, the fact that he does not adopt 
th»* course best for his safety will not 
preclude a recovery provided ho acts with 
such cure and judgment ii* may be rea¬ 
sonably expected of a person or ordinary 
prudence under like circumstances. 

Third—Contract for Passage—When 
Care of Passenger Begins.—One who has 
made a contra**! for passage upon n rail¬ 
road must present himself at the proper 
place to be transported before his right as 
a passenger begins. One who attempts to
